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QOYLE OVERWHELMED 
IN MPCARREN FIGHT 


Murphy’s Man Holds Only Five 
Kings Districts. 


WINS IN PERSONAL BATTLE 


Retains Leadership in the Seventh by 
Small Margin—Kehoe and 
Shevlin Chosen. 


Carrying sixteen out of the twenty-one 
Assembly districts in Kings County, Sena- 
tor Patrick H. McCarren demonstrated his 
control of the Democratic organization in 
Brooklyn at yesterday’s primaries. Deputy 
Fire Commissioner William A. Doyle, with 
Tammany at his back, could not hold more 
than five districts, and even that by great- 
ly reduced majorities. Doyle men carried 
the Second, Seventh, Ninth, Eleventh, and 
Twelfth Districts. 

The brunt of the 
Seventh, Ninth, and Eleventh 
where the McCarren men were striving to 
dislodge Doyle, James J. Kehoe, and James 
Shevlin from their leaderships. In Doyle’s 
own district the effect of the McCarren 
fighting was shown in the fact that Doyle 
held his Seventh District by but 235 ma- 
jority, whereas at the March primaries he 
won in a hard fight by 1,600. 

Much of this great change was due to the 
fact that the Coney Island forces, which 
were with Doyle in March, were against 
him yesterday, because of the change by 
Kenneth F. Sutherland, the old John kX. 
McKane ally, who went to McCarren three 
Doyle’s vote yesterday was 
3,106, as against 2,871 cast for Judge Cor- 
relius Furgueson. Doyle carried his dis- 
trict by about 1,000, except for the Coney 
Island election districts, which went for 
Furgueson so strongly as to almost wipe 
out the majority in the remainder of the 
district. Coney Island yesterday gave Fer- 
gueson 714 votes to 190 for Doyle. This 
shows the absolute power of Sutherland in 
Coney Island, for last March, when he was 
with Doyle, he delivered all except 84 votes 
out of 700 

In the Ninth District Assemblyman James 
J. Kehoe, backed by ex-Senator Michael 
Coffey, again defeated his old-time antago- 
nist, Senator James H. McCabe, by a vote 
of 1,987 to 1,744, a majority of 243. The 
McCarren men had hoped to carry this dis- 
trict, as they also had hoped to carry the 
Seventh District against Doyle. 

The fighting in the Eleventh District, 
where Shevlin. is leader, was especially 
warm, but Thomas R. Farrell, Shevlin's 
man, finally won by a margin:-of about 700 
from Thomas F. Byrnes, the McCarren rep- 
resentative. The Twelfth District, where 
Register Matthew E. Dooley is the leager 
and is allied with the anti-McCarren forces, 
also was the scene of a bitter fight, but 
Dooley got 1,534 votes to 1,292 cast for 
Walter C, Burton, the McCarren man, who 
challenged his leadership. : 

The other district held by the anti-Mc- 
Carren forces, the Second, was retained 
without troubie, as Justice John J. Walsh 
had little opposition. Walsh _ received 
2,200 votes to 800 cast for B. J. Meany. 
Walsh never has declared himself square- 
ly on the issue of McCarren or anti- 
McCarren, but is generally credited 
to the anti-McCarren forces. All of 
the men who are the winners in these 
five districts, Doyle, Kehoe, Farrell, 
Dooley, and Walsh, are the present lead- 
ers of their districts. The anti-McCarren 
men lost one of their present leaders, how- 
ever, ex-Bridge Commissioner John L. Shea, 
in the Seventeenth District. 

The fight here was very close, 
P. Donnelly, the McCarrenite, 
feated Shea by forty-two votes. Donnelly 
got 738 votes to 696 for Shea. This is the 
Assembly district !n which ex-Controller 
Bird S. Coler lives, and Coler, in the inter- 
est of Tammany, was working all the time 
for Shea, Coler, however, failed to deliver 
his own election district, which went for 
Donnelly. 

In all of the other fifteen districts the 
McCarren leaders held their power, and in 
most instances by overwhelming majorities. 
The McCarren men felt especially elated 
last night because they had retained each 
of their fifteen leaders and had gained a 
new one in the Seventeenth District. On 
the other hand the Doyle men seemed hap- 
py to have escaped with their scalps in their 
own districts. 

Senator McCarren received the returns 
and his friends at the clubhouse of the 
Kings County Democratic Club. Controller 
Grout was there also. After the returns 
were in and the various district leaders 
had come down to see how things were go- 
ing elsewhere, Senator McCarren was called 
on for a speech. 

“This fight was for Brooklyn and was 
not personal,” he said. ‘‘ Anybody else 
could have done as well as I have done 
with the same issues presented. It shows 


that the autonomy of the borough must 
and shall be maintained. I want to thank 
you all for your loyalty to your borough. I 
regard this as a clean sweep. It shows 
that the people of Brooklyn are satisfied 
with conditions under my leadership.’’ 

The interest which the Tammany leader, 
Charles F. Murphy, took in the fight was 
indicated by his calling up Mr. Doyle twice 
on the telephone in the course of the even- 
ing to learn from him how the contest had 
come out. When Mr. Doyle received the 
final figures his first act was to call up Mr. 
Murphy to apprise him of his victory in his 
own district. In discussing the result of the 
contest in the Seventh, Mr. Doyle said: 

“JT feel that it was a great victory. The 
combination that was formed against me in 
the last two weeks led many of my friends 
to fear that success was impossible. But 
we redoubled our efforts, and the result 
speaks for itself. I believe in the independ- 
ence of the district, and I want to say that 
we will give the biggest majority for Judge 
Parker that was ever given by the district 
to any Democratic candidate.’’ 
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FATAL BLUE LAW RIOT. 


Detective for Crusaders Said to Have 
Killed a Man.

PITTSBURG, Aug. 30.—One man was 


killed and a dozen seriously injured as the } 


result of a riot caused by the “ blue law 
crusade against local merchants by the 
Association of Ministers of this city to- 
night. 

Harry D. Knox was shot through 
breast and instantly killed by Nelson C. 
Starkey, a detective in the employ of the 
crusaders. Detective Starkey, his brother 
Harry, and Superintendent Peter Gamble 
of the Sabbath Observance Association 
were beaten in a serious manner by a mob 
of nearly 1,000 persons, friends of the dead

The riot started at the close of a hearing 
of the blue law detectives on a perjury 
charge before Alderman Walter Wadsworth 
in Allegheny City. A great crowd attacked 
the crusaders with blackjacks, clubs, and 
stones as they emerged from the office. 


LINER PHOENICIA DISABLED. 


Was Apparently Drifting When Sighted 
in Midocean on Aug. 27. 
BREMEN, Aug. 39.—The North German 
Lloyd steamer Kronprinz Wilhelm, which 
arrivea to-day, reports having sighted on 
Aug. in latitude 46, longitude 34, ap- 
parently drifting, the Hamburg-American 
Line steamship Phoenicia, which left New

The Hamburg-American Line is without 
any news of the steamship Phoenicia, which 
was sighte:l by the Kronprinz Wilhelm dis- 
abled at sea. In the absence of informa- 
tion the officials of the line in this city 
say that they feel no fear for the vessel's 
safety, and that at the time she was sight- 
ed her machinery had probably become 
slightly disarranged. 

She left this port on Aug. 20, with a 
cabin list of about 70 people and about 170 
in her steerage. The vessel is provisioned 
for much longer than she requires to make 
the run to Hamburg, so that no fears are 
entertained on that score. She was about 
1,300 miles from New York when sighteu, 
and was in the track of transatlantic liners, 
and the officials of the company believé 
that should her damages be serious she 
will be reported again soon by other liners 
arriving at local and foreign ports. 

The Phoenicia is a twin-screw steamer of 
7,412 tons gross and 4,750 tome net register. 
She was built in Hamburg in 1894, is 460 
feet long, has 52 feet beam, and is 36 feet 


deep.

Italians Threatened D Detes Blackmailers

wich officials believe that they have the 
Black Hand Society to deal with, and are 
determined that it shall not gain a foothold 
here. Two weeks ago Frank Mazzi, a pros- 
perous Italian of this town, was threatened 
with death when he refused to give two 
Italians from New York $50 they demand- 
ed. Mazzi went into another room, and, 
securing a revolver, drove away the men, 
who held stilettos ready in their hands. He 


then went to the authorities for protection.. 


Angelo Rioni was threatened with death 
a week ago if he did not send $50 to the 
society, and now he carries two revolvers. 
Antonio Lupi was the last one picked out. 
Two men visited him Sunday, and after 
demanding $40, which was refused, they 
accused him of having a wife in Italy as 
Lupi drove the men 
away and' they vowed he would not live an- 
other week.

The one who had 
done the threatening was arrested, and this 
morping he was charged in the Borough 
Court with blackmail.

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| UNIONS SEEK PEACE 


IN BUILDING FIGHT | 


Alliance’s New President Ready to 
Confer. 


EMPLOYERS ALSO WILLING 


Four of the Six Locked-Out Bodies AI- 
ready in Line for Meeting with Build- 
ers—Nason’s Conservatism Hailed. 


Through one of the local labor trouble 
clouds, the building trades strike and lock- 
out mix-up, there shone yesterday q ray 
of hope which was welcomed by the con- 
servative members of the unions. William 
K. Nason, who on Monday succeeded the 


indicted Philip Weinseimer as the Presi- | 


dent om Building Trades Alliance, an- 

that he had a plan for settling the 
trouble; that he wanted all that trouble 
ended, and that four of the ldcked-out 
unions in the alliance had agreed to that 
plan. 

This plan is for a meeting with the em- 
ployers ‘‘to effect a settlement.” Louis 
Harding, the Chairman of the Press Com- 
mittee of the Building Trades Employers’ 


Association, after hearing of President Na- 
son's plan, said that the employers would 
meet the union men. 

Mr. Nason presided for the first time yes- 
terday at the meeting of the alliance. 

“TIT want to say,’’ .2 told the reporters 
after the meeting, ‘‘ that the repudiation of 
the plan of arbitration by the Building 
Trades Alliance does not necessarily mean 
the repudiation of the plan by the individual 
unions. The organizations by their own 
votes have not repudiated the arbitration 
plan, and it is now up to them to take some 
official actions My union, the Marble Cut- 
ters’ Union, has adways stood for arbitra- 
tion, and it was from us that the Building 
Trades Employers’ Association took its cue 
when it started its arbitration agreement, 
which we consider a one-sided scheme. 

‘“‘As the employers say they will not deal 
with the alliance as a body, I have a plan 
which may be acceptable. The plan which 
I am offering, and which four of the six 
unions in the alliance have already agreed 
to, is simply this, that three representatives 
of each locked ort union meet with their 
employers and try to effect a settlement. 
The plan is worth trying.”’ 

Plain members of the unions were not 
slow to express their gratification yesterday 
that Weinseimer had resigned. He is too 
aggressive and high-handed, they say, 
never was a favorite among the bulk of the 
workers, especially in his own organization, 
the Plumbers and Gas Fitters’ Union. 

Nason, on the other hand, is considered 
conservative, and was up to the time of the 
present dispute a member of the General 
Arbitration Board of the Employers’ Asso- 
ciation. He was also a candidate for the 
Presidency of the board, and favorably im- 
pressed the employers in his committee 
work. 

When the meeting of the alliance was 
over yesterday it was announced by James 
J. Daly that two more strikes had been 
ordered in the meantime, one at One Hun- 
dred and Twelfth Street and Amsterdam 
Avenue and the other at Sixtieth Street and 
Fifth Avenue. Daly again said that the 
alliance had repudiated the arbitration 
agreement and would continue to repudi- 
ate it. 

Lewis liarding, Chairman of the Press 
Comraittee of the Employers’ Association, 
seemed pleased at the resignation of Wein- 
He said that Nason had a chance 
of becoming ‘‘a second John Mitchell” if 
he took the chaace cifered him as Presi- 
dent of, the alliance to Lring about peace, 
As to Nason’s plan he said: 

‘“‘The employers would certainly be will- 
ing to see the committee of the locked-out 
unions in the interest of peace, but there 
is one thing we will always stand by, and 
that is the arbitration agreement. It has 
come to stay, and even if a locked-out 
union decided to call off its strikes and 
return to work it would have to sign the 
arbitration agreement again. 

‘“‘I wish to say that before the present 
troubles began a convention of employers 
and employes had been called to modify or 
change the arbitration agreement if neces- 
sary. We recognize that it is not perfect, 
as nothing in the world is perfect. This 
convention cannot now be held until all the 
troubles are over. I believe Mr. Nason has 
a good chance before him of doing a great 
thing if he becomes the means of settling 
the present trouble.”’ 

Mr. Harding added that the employers 
were making some progress in getting men. 

At the Building Trades Alliance it was 


reportéd last night that among the outsid- 
ers invited to the mass meeting of the 
building trades in Grand Central Palace to- 
night was District Attorney Jerome. It 
was said that if Mr. Jerome attended the 
meeting he would probably be invited to 
speak on the building situation.

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Regarding the stock 
yards strike as approaching certain and 
complete collapse, wholesale employers of 
labor in Chicaro are said to contemplate 
taking advantage of the situation to take 
from the city its position as the stronghold 
of organized labor.

In the circulars sent out by Secretary 
Frederick W. Job of the association urging 
co-operation of employers, the benefits of 
the bureau are described as “ protection to 
manage a business without interference.” 

Secretary Job frankly admitted to-day 
that he regarded the collapse of the stock 
yards strike as a certainty that will fall 
upon local organized labor as a telling blow 
and change Chicago’s status.

NG ENGAGEMENT MADE YET 


M.: Francotte, Bound for St. Louis Con- 
gress, Tells of Leopold’s Liking for 
the President as Umpire. 


OYSTER BAY, Aug. 30.—Information was 
received at the executive offices here to- 


ference which is to be held in September 
at the St. Louis Exposition. 

He is said to be the bearer of credentials 
from the King of Belgium to President 


Roosevelt, requesting the latter to use his 
good offices in the restoration of peace 
between Russia-and Japan. 

No engagement has been made for M. 
Francotte to see the President. The usual 
diplomatic proceedings would require that 
the bearer of a mission should call upon the 
Secretary of State first and make through 
him arrangements for an interview with the 
President. It is likely that this course of 
procedure will be followed in this instance. 


M. Francotte was one of thirty-seven Bel- 
gian delegates to the St. Louis Peace Con- 
gress who arrived here yesterday on the 
steamship Kaiser Wilhelm II. At the pier, 
M. Francotte said that he had been especial- 
ly instruéted to see President Roosevelt, 
and added that King Leopold regarded the 
President as better able to bring peace 
between Japan and Russia than the head 
of any other nation. 

King Leopold, M. Francotte said, was al- 
ways much interested in the subject of gen- 
eral peace and had taken a particular in- 
terest in Mr. Carnegie’s offer to build a 
temple of peace. 

The Belgian delegate expressed the hope 
that President Roosevelt would instruct 
Secretary Hay to suggest that the power 
send delegates to meet every few years on 
common peace grounds.

FLEET BACK AT KRONSTADT. 


Baltic Ships Return—It Was Thought 
They Would Go to Libau. 


KRONSTADT, Aug. 30.—The Russian 
Baltic squddron, which left Kronstadt on 
Aug. 25 on a trial cruise, returred to this 
harbor to-day. 


It was said in St. Petersburg when the 
Baltic fleet sailed from Kronstadt on Aug. 
25 that the warships were not likely to re- 
turn unless in the case of a serious break- 
down, but that they would put into Libau, 
where they would be joined by auxiliary 
cruisers, colliers, and destroyers built at 
Libau and Reval, and await at Libau their 
start for the Far East.

RUSSIANS WERE OUTFLANKED. 
Japanese Strategy Resulted in Evacua- 
tion of An-shan-Chan,

TOKIO, Aug. 30.—It is believed in To- 
kio that Gen. Kuropatkin’s fighting 
force consists of thirteen divisions, which 
were marshalled, when the Japanese at- 
tack began, on three sides of a triangle 
of which An-Ping was the apex, while 
the line from Liao-Yang to An-shan- 
Chan formed the bage. 

The Russians did not offer an obsti- 
nate resistance at An-shan-Chan, though 
the position was fortified with the evi- 
dent intention of making a stubborn 
stand. 

This unexpected result is attributed to 
pressure from the Japanese Taku-Shan 
column, which, co-operating with Gen. 
Kuroki’s left wing, gained a position 
threatening the left rear of the Russians. 
At An-shan-Chan the strategy employed 
at Tashi-Chac was thus repeated. 

Afterward Gen. Oku’s van pushed on 
to Shia-ho-Cheng, nine miles from Liao- 
Yang. Gen. Kuroki’s centre, after driv- 
ing the Russians out of An-Ping,  ad- 
vanced along the road to Shi-mun-Ling, 
twelve miles from Liao-Yang and along 
the main road to Shih-tau-chi-Tse, seven 
and a half miles from Liao-Yang. 
Concerning the operations of Gen. Ku- 
roki’s right wing nothing is stated pub-

TI WEAR OUT THE JAPANESE. 


St. Petersburg View of Kuropatkin’s 
Strategy—Retreat Expected.

PARIS, Aug. 30.—The version of the 

general retreat of the Russians given by 
French correspondents at St. Petersburg 
is that Gen. Kuropatkin’s strategy con- 
sists in systematically wearing out the 
troops opposed to him. As part of this 
Plan the scheme of withdrawing the 
main body of troops to Harbin, leaving 
from 30,000 to 40,000 men to defend 
Liao-Yang, is seriously stated in the 
Russian capital to be conceivably within 
Gen. Kuropatkin’s intentions. 

Almost all the correspondents echo this 
view. Marcel Hutin says: 

“The evacuation of Liao-Yang be- 
comes more and more probable. Gen, 
Kuropatkin will transport his headquar- 
ters to Mukden and Viceroy Alexieff will 
go to Harbin.” 

M. Hutin inclines to think that Gen. 
Kuropatkin will accept at Liao-Yang not 
a decisive battle, but one calculated to 
interrupt and demoralize the enemy. All 
the precautions are said to be taken to 
retire, if necessary, to Mukden, most of 
the ammunition and provisions having 
been removed northward, 

The application of strategy so tradi- 
tionally Russian of course implies an 
open route to the north. M. Hutin makes 
no allusion to the rumors that the armies 
of Gens. Nodzu and Kuroki have suc- 
ceeded in effecting a junction with Gen.

HORE GUNS MOUNTED 
~ TO SHELL FORTRESS 


Both Sides Lose Heavily in Battles 
at Port Arthur. 


A HEROIC RUSSIAN OFFICER 


Capt. Lebedieff Killed or Wounded 
Twenty Japanese and Was Then 
Slain by a Japanese Shell. 


CHE-FOO, Aug. 30.—A junk which left 
the Liao-Thie promontory the afternoon of 
Aug. 20 brings confirmation of the report 
of fighting at Pali-Chuang on the 26th, 
making it clear that there had been a 


fight of several days’ duration in that sec- 
tion, during which both sides lost heavily. 

The Japanese sucveeded in holding their 
position and mounting guns, which, to- 
gether with those at. Chao-chang-Ku, ex- 
changed a fierce fire with Russian ar- 
tillery from the two forts in the vicinity 
of Taping-Tse. 

Chinese who came in by this junk af- 
firm that the Russians are firing daily 
from Etse-Shan and Atnz-Shan forts. 

Thig may mean that there is another 
undestroyed fort at Etse-Shan, or that 
the Russians have recaptured that posi- 
tion. 

One of the Chinese declares that he was 
engaged for twenty days in carrying Rus- 
sian dead from the forts near Taping-Tse. 

The following diary has been ‘teceived 
from Port Arthur: 

* Aug. 23—It is quiet on the eastern front. 
The guns on Quail Hill and the shore bat- 
teries successfully bombarded the enemy 
on the western front. The Japanese have 
occupied the quarantine station at the vil- 
lage of Dayangow. 

“The battleship Sevastopol went out * 
morning to bombard the enemy in Tahe 
Bay, but withdrew under: cover of the bat- 
teries upon the appearance of the cruisers 
Nisshin and Kasuga with a detachment of 
torpedo boats. 

“Aug. 24.—Last night and this morning 
the Japanese delivered three assaults on 
the Zaredoutni Battery, but the enemy 
were driven off by shrapnel from the rear 
with heavy losses. 

“* Aug. 25—The Japanese are hurriedly in- 
trenching at the foot of Ouglovaya, or 
Corner Hill, to the northeast of Port Ar- 
thur. 

“Aug. 26—There has been no change.” 

The last issue received here of the Novy 
Krai, (the official organ at Port Arthur,) 
contains an article warmly praising the 
conduct of Capt. Lebedieff, who command- 
ed the marines at Zaredevtni. He stood on 
the top of a wall, his revolver in one hand 
and his sword in the other, and killed or 
wounded twenty odd Japanese, who, mount- 
ing on the shoulders of their comrades, at- 
tempted to scale the wall. When the 
Japanese were repulsed Capt. Lebedieff 
sat down and was wiping the perspiration 
from his face, when a shrapnel shell tore 
his body to pieces. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 30.—The Japa- 
nese selected the Mikado’s birthday for the 
decisive battle at Liao-Yang, and it will 
not be surprising if to-day was also sig- 
nalized by a grand assault on Port Arthur. 

Direct news from Lieut. Gen. Stoessel 
up to Aug. 25 and of a favorable character 
has been received here. 

Gen. Stoessel’s report says that the Japa- 
nese attacks were repulsed till Aug. 25, 
with heavy loss to the attackers. It gives 
no details of the positions held or of the 
Russian losses in men, but says the officers 
suffered severely, especially the younger 
ores. 

Some of the larger Russian guns were 
placed out of action by the Japanese bat- 
teries, and were replaced by field pieces. 

Gen. Stoessel recommends Gens. Fock, 
Kondratenko, and Smirnoff for bravery and 
devotion. 


A SPLENDID SPECTACLE. 


Heights Around Liao-Yang Resemble 
Fire-Emitting Mountains. 


ERLIN, Aug. 50.—Col. Gaedke, corre- 
spondent of the Tageblatt at Liao-Yang, in 
a disptach to his paper, dated noon, Aug. 
30, Says: 

“The deciding Lattle has been in progress 
since carly dawn. The Russian fositions 
are on the heights surrounding Liao-Yang, 
making « semi-circle of about eight and a 
half miles, from the railrcad to the upper 
Tai-Tse River, and averaging about four 
and one-third miles from the city.

England Behind All Orient Troubles, 
Declares Finerty. 


NO ANGLO-SAXON ALLIANCE 


About $15,000 Collected So Far to Help | 
the Irish Win Balance of Power

Irish eloquence ang wit were plentiful 
at yesterday’s opening sessions of the 
United Irish League’s second annual con- 
vention in the Lexington Avenue Opera 
House. The noteworthy incident of the day 
following several speeches that evoked 
much enthusiasm from the eight hundred 
delegates, was the cheering that greeted 
Col. John F. Finerty’s espousal of Russia’s 
cause in the Far East. It was apparent 
that the Japanese had few if any friends 
among the Irish men and women who 
packed the large hall. 

Having dwelt upon the success of Ire- 
land’s fight for home rule within the last 
few years, Col. Finerty, who is President 
of the league, said that England was be- 
hind all the trouble in the Orient. He then 
referred to Russia as “our consistent 
friend,” telling how a Russian navy ap- 
peared in New York harbor when Great 
Britain threatened our peace, and how an- 
other naval contingent sent by the Czar 
stood off at the Golden Gate forbidding 
the British and the Emperor Napoleon 
to interfere in America’s affairs. 

The audience was on its feet at the close 
of the Chicagoan’s outburst, and under 
every Irish banner in the room the dele- 
gates stood waving handkerchiefs, hats, 
and fans, and shouted until they were 
hoarse. 

Col. Finerty also referred to the question 
of an Anglo-Saxon alliance. No matter 
how much glory might be attached to such 
a union, he said, the 20,000,000 Irish-Amer- 
icans would never “‘ permit " it. 

“‘ Never. until Ireland is free—all free 
he cried. ‘Does England suppose we can 
forgive or forget the injuries that have 
almost depopulated our Emerald Isle? Ire- 
land must be free to govern herself, as free 
as any country on earth.’”’ 

Irish blood, he explained, was ‘“ hotter 
and better than English blood,’’ and most

filled with the superior variety. Recently, 
he said, doubt had arisen as to whether 
George Washington’s people came from 
England or from the County of Roscom- 
mon. 

He recalled the passage of the Irish Land

Advocates. a Larger Measure of 
Locat Self-Government. 


LL LEGISLATION, TOO 


Would Also Revise Present. Financial 
Administration—The Parliamentary 
Union with Britain Upheld.

LONDON, Aug. 30.—The Irish Reform 
Association has adcpted a. platform for 
the association, which, while firmly main- 
taining that the Parliamentary union of 
Great Britain and Ireland ts essential to 
the political stability of the empire and 
the prosperity of the two islands, expresses 
the belief that such a union is compatible 
with the devolution to Ireland of a larger 
measure of local government. 

It considers that such a devolution, while 
avoiding matters of imperial concern and 
subjects of common interest to the Unfted 
Kingdom, would be beneficial to Ireland, 
and relieye the Imperiat Parliament of a 
mass of business, occupying its time, to 
the detriment of more important concerns. 

The association also considers that the 
present financial administration of Ireland: 
is wasteful; that it ought to be revised, 
and that the time has arrived to extend to 
Treland the system of private bill legiala- 
tion, which has been so successful in t- 
land. It advocates urgently higher educa- 
tion, and expresses the desire to do all in 
its power to further the policy of land 
purchase in the spirit of and on the general 
lines laid down by the Land Conference 
report. 

At a meeting of the Earl of Dunraven’s 
Land Committee in Dublin Aug. 25 it was 
resolved to dissolve and to form a new 
organization to be entitled the Irish Re- 
form Association. Lord Dunraven’s com- 
mittee was composed exclusively of land- 
lords, while the new association includes 
Irishmen of all professions. The promoters 
of the new organization hope that it will 
form the nucleus of a new party to be 
composed of moderate elements répresent- 
ing both sides of the agrarian question..

TAMMANY LEADERS WIN 
IN VIOLENT PRIMARIES 


Police Charge Ballot-Box Stuffing 
in McMahon’s District. 


RAIDERS ARMED WITH KNIVES 


Pevery’s Aide, Butler, Beaten by Nine 
Negroes—John F. Cowan’s Close 
Shave—Murphy’s Influence Seen. 


With contests in ten districts, and some of 
them intensely bitter, the Tammany leaders 
overcame all opposition in yesterday’s pri- 
maries, and as a result there will be no 
change in the Tammany Executive Commit- 
tee for 1905. 

In many of the districts where trouble 
had been encountered it was the word or 
sign of Charles F. Murphy that turned the 
tide in favor of the present leaders. Never 
before in the history of Tammany Hail 
had the leader of the organization taken an 
open stand for or against district leader- 
ship candidates in so many instances. 

There was a general riot in one of the 
polling places in the Seventeenth District, 
raiders with drawn knives clearing the place. 
The police say the ballot boxes were then 
stuffed. Riots on a small scale occurred in 
the Ninth Assembly District, where William 
S. Devery was making one of his annual 
fights against Frank J. Goodwin, and on 
the south side of the Thirty-fourth District, 
where Percival E. Nagle again was in- 
effectually opposing the leadership of John 
F. Cowan. The Thirty-fourth District fight 
was especially bitter. On the south side of 
the district Cowan got 1,226 votes to 1,087 
cast for Nagle. On the north side Cowan's 
associate, Eugene J. McGuire, defeated 
Nagle’s running mate, August Moebus, by 
a vote of about four to one. Several ar- 
rests were made in the district during the 
day and disturbances were frequent. 

Daniel F. McMahon, for eighteen years 
leader of the Seventeenth District and pres- 
ent Chairman of the Executive Committee 
of Tammany Hall, won handily in his dis- 
trict in a close finish with Assemblyman 
John F. Curry. McMahon polled 1,474 votes 
to 1,341 polled by Curry, who had the pow- 
erful backing of David P. Canavan. There 
was trouble at many polling places. 

Isaac A. Hopper, Superintendent of Build- 
ings and long-time leader in the rhirty- 
first District, had an interesting fight with 
Lewis Abrams, whom Hopper sent to the 
Legislature two years ago. From that 
time on Abrams became ambitious to suc- 
ceed Hopper. He exerted all possible in- 
fluence this year and managed yesterday 
to get 1,174 votes to 2,593 cast for Hopper. 

Within an hour of the closing of the polls 
@t 9 o'clock Devery conceded his defeat 
again at the hands of Goodwin in the Ninth 
District, closed up shop at the rooms of 
the William §. Devery Association, and 
went home. There was much surprise at 
the big majority of 1,305 for Goodwin, ex- 
ceeding all expectations. The vote was 
2.232 for Goodwin and 927 for Devery. 
Much interest was displayed during the 
progress of the Thirtieth District fight, 
where ex-Alderman George A. Burrell had 
attacked the leadership of Harry C. Hart. 
On the showdown, however, Burrell had 
only 1,177 votes to 1,779 cast for Hart. 
Burrell carried but four out of twenty-six 


election districts. In his own election dis- 
trict he was defeated by nine votes. Hart 
tives in the same election district. 

Ex-Sheriff Thomas J. Dunn administered 
a stinging defeat to John J. Boylan, who 
epposed his leadership in the Twenty-sixth 
District. Dunn got 1,469 votes, while Boy- 
lan only received 286, giving Dunn 1,183 
majority. Boylan did not carry a single 
election district, his own a, Dunn a 
majority of 48, while in Dunn's home Dis- 
trict Boylan received but six votes. Daniel 
E. Finn, “ Battery Dan,”’ had things his 
own way in the First District. defeating 
Michael Hart by a vote of six to_ one. 
Charges of packing the district in Finn’s 
favor were freely made by the Hart people. 

Matthew F. Donahue did not have much 
trouble in disposing of the leadership aspi- 
rations of Joseph W. Cody in the Twenty- 
first District, securing 2,134 votes to 789 
cast for Cody. Returns were late in com- 
ing from ‘he annexed district, but there is 
no question as to the victory of Thomas H.

Mr. Douglas owns a house on West 
Seventy-seventh street, but it was charged 
that when he moved to Tarrytown recent- 
ly he leased his house and has since that 
time established a temporary residence at 
the St. Andrew, Seventy-second Street and 
Broadway. John N. Parsons, Gilman’s 
captain in the Twenty-first Election Dis- 
trict, challenged Mr. Douglas when he at- 
tempted to vote from the St. Andrew, and 
the Representative had no alternative but 
to swear in his vote. Douglas carried his 
own district by a vote of 35 to 17. The 
contest in the district turned largely on 
the colored vote, many of the fashionable 
resident Re publicans being out of the city. 

In the Twenty-fifth District Herbert Par- 
sons retained his leadership by a vote of 
nearly two to one. His opponent was How- 
ard Conkling. Eighteen out of twenty elec- 
tion districts — Parsons 752 votes against 
489 for Conkli Henry Birrell, the for- 
mer leader, Charl ‘ss A. Hess, and G George 
R. Manchester combined with Mr. Con 
ling, who represented the district in the 
Assembly two years ago, to defeat Mr. 
Parsons, and they ha the support of 
William’ Halpin, as it was understood Mr.

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REPUBLICANS WORKING 
AT GROSS PURPOSES 


Thurston Interview Contradicting 
Babcock Angers Congressmen.. 


NATIONAL COMMITTEE BLAMED 


Chairman Cortelyou and Chairman Bab- 
cock to Confer in Order to Pre- 
vent Future Clashes. 


The Republican National Committee and 
the Republican Congressional Committee 
are at odds, ani striking evidence was af- 
forded yesterday that to some extent they 
are working at cross-purposes and need a 
censor for the campaign material given out. 
There was published in al! the newspapers 
here yesterday, under a Washington date, 
statement from Chairman Babcock of the 
Congressional Committee, in which he ex- 
pressed alarm over the Congressional out- 
look generally, and also bewailed the pos- 
Sible effect of the fact that the National 
Committee has nothing to do in Nebraska, 
thus leaving the Corgressional Committee 
without aid in that State. 

If the statement given out by Mr. Bab- 
cock had any purpose, it was generally be- 
lieved tuo be to create the impression that 
the Republicans were in danger of losing 
four of the Nebraska districts which they 
now hoid, and that the available means for 
the carrying on of those fights would have 
tv come from other sources than the Na- 
ticnal Committee. 

On the heels of Mr. Babcock’s hint that 
the Congressional Committee needed what- 
ever assistance it could obtain for Ne- 
braska, the National Committee yesterday 
gave out a statement from ex-Senator 
Thurston or that State, designed to dis- 
credit information about conditions in Ne- 
braska such as Chairman Babcock had 
disseminated. When Congressmen Over- 
street and Hull, Mr. Babcock’s associates 
on the Congressional Committee, learned of 
the Naticnal Committee’s action they were 
much incensed, and Mr. Overstreet made 
a few comments upon the lack of knowledge 
which Mr. Thurston had of the real situa- 
tion in the State which he formerly repre- 
sented in the Senate, but of which he has 
not been a resident for some years. 

There will be a conference between Chair- 
man Cortelyou and Chairman Babcock on 
the subject when Mr. Babcock returns to 
New York, and it is reasonably safe to 
predict that hereafter no information bear- 
ing #ipon the Congressional fights will be 
given out from the National Headquarters, 
either in the shape of interviews or other- 
wise. Here are some of the things that 
ex-Senator Thurston had to say about the 
Nebraska outlook: 

“Nebraska will give Roosevelt not less 
than 20,000 majority. As both the Demo- 
crats and the Populists have an electoral 
ticket in the field, all question of the Presi- 
dential result is, of course, eliminated. On 
Congress I notice that the Democrats assert 
that they have a prospect. of regaining four 
seats. Our chances for a solid delegation 
are better than theirs for the election of 
a single member. The Omaha district, now 
represented py Hitchcock, (Dem.,) is a safe 
Republican district, and orly went Demo- 
cratic two years ago Lecause of the bitter 
factional Republican fight. This year that 
district certainly will elect a Republican.” 

““Who on earth gives out that sort of 
stuff at the Republican National Commit- 
tee?’’ inquired Mr. Overstreet. ‘ What 
does Mr. Thurston know about the real 
conditions in the Congressional districts of 
Nebraska in comparison with the informa- 
tion possessed by the Congressional! (om- 
mittee? He is now a resident of Wash- 
ington, D. C. Spreading that sort of in- 
formation doesn’t do any good.” 


ODELL WARNS OFFICEHOLDERS. 


Senate Employe, Collecting Levy, Said 
Not to be Affected. 


Gov. Odell addressed a letter last night to 
the heads of the various departments of 
the State Government, in which he called 
their attention to the statute governing 
political assessments or the soliciting of 
campaign contributions from civil employes. 
The Governor concluded his letter with this 
statement: 

“In view of the approach of the National 
and State campaigns, you are requested to 
post a copy of the law conspicuously in 
your department and to strictly enforce its 
provisions. I would thank you to have this 
done at once.” 

The Governor incloses a copy of Section 
24 of the civil service law, which is the 
sectien relating to the levying and collec- 
tion of political assessments. 

The prohibition in the law is against any 
“ officer, agent, clerk, or employe under tlie 
Government of the State of New York’ 
soliciting a campaign subscription. The 
man who is understood to have done the 
collecting from the State employes for the 
Republicar. Stste Committee is an employe 
of the State Senate. While he draws a 
yearly salary, he is appointed only for the 
term, and hence at the present time is not 
an “ officer, agent, clerk, or employe under 
the Government of the State of New York.” 

It ‘has been stated that the levy made on 
the State employes was 5 per cent., ana 
that the amount which it was expected 
would be realized was $100,000. 


H. C. FRICK FOR ROOSEVELT. 


Steel Man Declares President Sound in 
His Business Policies. 


H. Clay Frick of the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany was a passenger on the Kaiser Wil- 
helm II., which came in yesterday. Mr. 
Frick said that he would have no opinion 
to express about the steel war until he re- 
turned to Pittsburg. When asked whom 
he favored for the Presidency, Mr. Frick 
said: 

“T have always been for Roosevelt, and

He has the best in- 
terests of the Government at heart, is 
sound in his business policies, and is not 
afraid to follow his convictions. An awful 
mistake would be made if any other can-

Timothy L. Woodruff had a long talk 
with Gov.

DISTANCE OF NEAREST STAR. 


Alpha Centauri’s Proximity Determined 
by Spectroscope—Sun’s Cerona. 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, Aug. 
30.—A Lick Observatory bulletin, just is- 
sued, deals with the results of recent as- 
tronomical work at Mount Hamilton. The 
distance of Alpha Centauri has been deter- 
mined spectroscopically. So far as known 
this is the nearest star to us, 

The result is in harmony with observa- 
tions by means of the ordinary telescope, 
to the effect that light, traveling with a 
speed of 186,000 miles per second, requires 
four and a quarter years to reach us from 
that star. 

The Swedish physicist, Svante August 
Arrhenius, Professor of Physics at the Uni- 
versity of Stockholm, who has been spend- 
ing the past two months at the University 
of California, is the author of a paper on 
the physical nature of the sun’s corona as 
observed at total solar eclipses. 

He has computed the total mass of the 
corcna, and has found its most probable 
value 25,000,000 ‘tons. This is approximately 


that of a cube of granite whose sides are 
670 feet in length. 

The quantity of matter involved in the 
corona is thus shown to be exceedingly 
slight, considering that it occupies a space 
whose dimensions in every direction 
amounts to several million miles.

EPIDEMIC OF TYPHOID 
MAKES BRONX FEARFUL 


Committee of Residents Will Com- 
plain to President Haffen. 


DR. DARLINGTON NOT ALARMED 


Mr. Rabadan Says That Outbreak Is Due 
to Negligence of Health Department 
—Commissioner’s Denial. 


While Health Commissioner Darlington is 
not alarmed over the outbreak of typhoid 
fever among Italians in the Bedford Park 
section of the Bronx, physicians practicing 
in the vicinity and the residents generally 
are so apprehensive as a result of the un- 
sanitary conditions that have been per- 
mitted to exist there that a committee of 
property owners from that section will cali 
upon Borough President Haffen to-morrow 
end briag the matter officially to his at- 
tention. 

Commissioner Darlington said last night 
that in reality there was no epidemic at 
all, and in substantiation of that statement 
said his record showed only sixty-six cases 
in the Bronx during July and August. 

“As to those Italian shanties mentioned 
in the article,’’ the Commissioner said, ‘‘ I 
wish to state that they are not ill-kept and 
unsanitary huts, as indicated. I know that 
they are kept whitewashed and clean, for 
they are within a stone’s throw of my own 
home. Nor has the department been remiss 
in removing structures whose uncleanliness 
was thought tu menace the public health.” 

Physicians and residents at Bedford Park 
tell a different story. The dwellings in 
question are situated along Jerome Avenue 
in the vicinity of Two Hundred and Fourth 
Street, on Villa Avenue, and on Potter 
Place, all within an area of an ordinary 
city block. There is another row of Italian 
dwellings on Two Hundred and Sixth 
Street between the Concourse and Mosholu 
Parkway, also inhabited by Italians, which 
physicians complain of as being unsani- 
tary, but up to the present time there have 


“been no cases reported there. 


An Italian physician took a T1MEs reporter 
through one of the houses on Potter Place 
last night. The walls were black with 
dirt, and in a room about the size of an 
ordinary hall bedroom six Italians were 
sleeping in three double beds. In an ad- 
joining room, which was entirely dark and 
without ventilation, there were three beds, 
which occupied the entire floor space. 

The flat, which ordinarily would be suf- 
ficient to accommodate a small family, in 
this case harbored husband, wife, three 
little children, and ten boarders. Similar 
conditions were found on the floor above, 
and this hovse is but a sample of what 
every dwelling in the stricken section is. 

Charles Rabadan, a member of the Pro- 
duce Exchange firm of J. B. Carberry & 
Co. and a resident of Bedford Park, will 
head the committee that will go before 
Borough President Haffen to-morrow. He 
said yesterday: j 

“The sanitary authorities would have the 
public believe that they are at a loss to 
account for the origin of ‘the typhoid epi- 
demic, and that they cannot locate the 
causé of the infection. If, instead of ana- 
lyzing water and milk, as they have done, 
the Inspectors of the department would 
use their eyes and noses they might suc- 
ceed better. 

“The cause and origin of the disease is 
well known to every intelligent resident of 
Bedford Park. It is primariiy due to the 
culpable negligence of the Health Depart- 
ment in permitting the crowding of frame 
dwellings not provided with sanitary safe- 
guards by tenartts ignorant and indifferent 
alike to cleanliness and the first principles 
of hygiene. 

“I have personally complained to the 
Health Board, Sometimes an Inspector has 
made a purely perfunctory visit, but con- 
ditions have remained just the same as be- 
fore. If the Health Department did its duty 
it should order those dwellings burned 
down and the ground upon which they have 
stood thoroughly disinfected. The soil is 
soaked with disease germs. 

Dr. E. Grant Dilworth, one of the prac- 
ticing physicians of Bedford Park and a 
visiting physician of the Fordham Hospi- 
tal, when seen last night at his residence, 


at Two Hundred and First Street and De- 
catur Avenue, said that while the extent of 
the epidemic had been somewhat exagger- 
ated as far as the number of cases are 
concerned. the danger of the situation could 
not possibly be overestimated

“Unless the Health Department steps 
and does something, I don’t see how we can 
esca! a smallpox epid before long, 
and when that comes the authorities will 
have a problem on their hands, for 
the overcrowding is such that if one person 
is series there is bound to be a score of 
cases in "the sam e house before anything 
can be done to check it.” 

Dr. Germano Milite, who lives at Pelham 
Avenue and Hughes Avenue and has ar 
extensive practice among the Italians in 
the neighborhood, said that he had about 
thirty cases under treatment since the epi- 
demic first broke out, and that as far as 
he had-been able to perceive there had been 
no abatement.

EX-SULTAN MURAD V V. =X-SULTAN MURAD V. DEAD. CORBIN FIXES REVIEW DAY 


Deposed Turkish Ruler Kept in Confine- 
ment for Twenty-eight Years. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 30.—Ex-Sultan 
Murad V. died yesterday of diabetes, from 
which he had long suffered. He was buried 
to-day in the Yenidjami Mausoleum at 
Stamboul, where his mother is buried, 


In all the blood-stained annals of the 
Turkish Sultans there is nothing more 
tragic than the’ story of Murad V. Even the 
murder of Osman II. is less horrible than 
what was practically the slow death by 
torture of the brother of the reigning Sul- 
tan. 

Whether Murad was sane or insane may 
never be known. The excuse for the coup 
d’état of August, 1876, by which he was 
dethroned and the crown given to his 
younger brother, Abdul Hamid, was that 
Murad was an imbecile. Since then Murad 
had been kept in close confinement. No 
communication from the outside world was 
allowed to reach him, and none but his 
jailers were permitted to see him. The 
weight of opinion, however, now seems to 
be that Murad was never insane; that, pos- 
sibly, when he lost the throne he was suf- 
fering from an attack of delirium tremens 
caused by overindulgence in liquor, but that 
usually he was far saner than the present 
Sultan. 

The Young Turk Party long endeavored 
to secure the reinstatement of Murad, and 
presumably the leaders of that party had 
obtained information regarding the ex-Sul- 
tan’s mental condition. The probability is 
that Murad lost the throne because he pos- 
sessed progressive and unorthodox ideas. 
He had heen educated in Paris, and his ; 
accession to the throne was regarded fa- 
vorably by the Christian powers. During 
the six months in which he was Sultan he 
showed himself to be the most advanced 
and progressive ruler the Turks had ever 
had. He announced his intention of estab- 
lishing a constitutional form of Govern- 
ment, and even declared himself in favor 
of woman suffrage. 

A monarch such as Murad was intolerable 
to the average Turk, and the leaders, lay 
and spiritual, of the people were willing to 
make use of every means to get rid of him. 
It was the Sheikh-ul-Islam of that day who 
was the immediate cause of Murad’s re- 
moval. He issued a fetvah, or ecclesiastical 
decree, deposing the Sultan on the ground 
of insanity, and Abdul Hamid ascended the 
throne in his stead. 

Abdul Hamid suffered the greatest appre- 


hension, it is said, lest this ‘‘Man with the 
Iron Mask,” as Murad V. has been called, 
might escape from the Cheragan Palace, 
where he was confined for many years. Six 
years ago the ex-Sultan was accordingly 
removed to the Molta Kiosk, in the grounds 
of the Yildiz Palace, occupied by Abdul 
Hamid. Several foreigners, who saw Murad 
at the time of the removal in spite of the 
secrecy surroundin it, declared that, 
though he was a and haggard, he ap- 

ared to be in full possession of his mental

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SEARCHING FOR BODIES 


ON MARX’S FARM 


Octogenarian Believed to Have 
Slain at Least Four Men. 


PEDDLER AND BOY MISSING 


Colchester Authorities Em- 
ployes Were Murdered When They 


Pressed for Payment of Wages 


Suppose 


—Prisoner Very Ill. 


COLCHESTER, Conn., Aug. 30.—That 
Gershon B. Marx. now held in the Norwich 
County Jail, is the perpetrator of a series 
of cold-blooded murders, is the belief of the 
State officials, who to-day began a sys- 
tematic search for bodies on the Marx 
farm. Four murders and an attempt to 
poison another man can, it is believed by 
these officials, be traced to Marx. 

The bodies of two victims, Joe Pavol and 
Joe Palm, have already been found, and 
Marx is awaiting trial, charged with the 
murder of Pavol, his wife being held as a 
witness for the State. The two bodies for 
which the search was begun to-day are 
those of an eighteen-year-old boy and a 
Jewish peddler, 

The boy, who was known as Harry, arrived 
in New York from Russia about three years 
ago, and he came here soon after to work 
for Marx. At the end of six months he dis- 
appeared. Marx, asked to explain the lad’s 
absence, said he had gone to Hartford to 
find employment. Beyond that he would 
not talk about the boy. 

The peddler went to the Marx home one 
evening two years ago and he was not seen 
alive again so far as is known. These two 
men, in the opinion of State’s Attorney 
Lucas and Sheriff Jackson, met their death 
in the same manner as the two farmhands. 

A man known as “Joe,”’ a Pole, to-da7 
made a statement to Sheriff Jackson, in 
which he accused Marx of attempting to 
end his lif2 with poisoned whisky. Joe 
took the whisky, but was afraid to drink 
it and put it away. When the body of 
Pavol was found Jce mentioned the mat- 
ter to a constable and gave him the whisky, 
and the constable turred it over to the 
jailer of the county jail, who promised to 
have it analyzed. 

After Joe had discovered and exhumed 
the body of Pavol he went to the house, 
accused Marx of murderiug him, and said 
he intended to notify the authorities. Marx, 
#ccerding to Joe, picked up a scythe and 
raid if he attempted tc leave the place he 
Would cut his head off. The farmhand 
mede good his escape, however. 

The motive for the crimes, in the opinion 
of the authorities, was an insane desire on 
the part of Marx to escape paying money 
to persons to whom he was indebted. He 
owed six months’ wages, it is said, to the 

~ two men whose bodies have been found, as 

well as to the boy Harry. Marx always 
slept with his hired man, his wife and four 
children sleeping in an adjoining room. 
The victims evidently were drugged and 
their heads then crushed with an axe or 
some blunt instrument, after which the 
bodies were dismembered and buried. Each 
of the bodies already found bears a hole 
in the forehead, showing plainly the cause 
of death. 

In the case of the peddier, the motive, if 
the man really was murdered, is put down 
as robbery. The peddler went to the Marx 
home with a large quantitf of articles, in- 
cluding clothing, cheap jewelry, &c. 
days later Marx drove to the home of John 
Marx (no relation) and tried to sell him a 
miscellaneous collection of clothing, some 
of it new and some of it second-hand. i 
clothing, it is believed, was the property of 
the eddier.. Mrs. Marx was also seen 
Wearing considerable cheap and flashy 
jewelry at about this time. 

Attorney Lucas was asked if there was 
any doubt in his mind as to whether Marx 
killed the peddler and the missing boy. 

**T don’t think there is much doubt about 
it,” he said. ‘‘ They’re buried around here 
somewhere, and we are going to try to find 
them.”’ 

Marx. had two farms, one of 165 acres 
and another of 105 acres. On the first farm 
was found the body of Pavol and on the 
gecond one the body of Palm. 

State’s Attorney Lucas and Sheriff Jack- 
s0n, accompanied by several deputies and 
laborers with picks and shovels, dug up 
the earth on the farm on the outskirts of 
Colchester all this afternoon. Several 
bones were unearthed, and they will be 
submitted to a surgeon to determine 
whether they are human remains. In the 
house which Marx occupied a portfop of 
the cellar was walled up after he took pos- 
session of the house. A trap door in the 
floor was also found, and beneath 
quantity of loose earth and rubbish. 
discoveries were made just before 
searchers quit work for the day. 

Marx, who is eighty years of age, 
was not too vigorous when arrested, has 
broken down in the jail where he has been 
since last Spring, and is said to be a very 
sick man.

new municipality. 

In order to get the voters out, the officials 
of the township will run automobiles to the 
polls. Rye, founded in 1660, is one of the 
oldest settlements in the United States, yet 
this is the first formal attempt to form a 
village government.

Long Branch Gardener Had Brooded Be- 
‘cause His Wife Left Him. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., Aug. 30.—After 
killing his two-year-old boy by giving him 
a dose of paris green to-day, Theodore 
Hauldschmidt took his own life by cutting 
his throat. Hauldschmidt was a gardener. 
His wife had left him, and it is supposed 
that this had affected his mind. After kill- 
ing the child he had laid out the body of 
the little one and had crossed his hands 
upon his breast. Then he had placed a 
Dunch of flowers in the dead boy’s hands. 
Both bodies are now at the Morgue.

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HEMPSTEAD HOTELS BURNED. 


Firemen Had Trouble Getting Water— 
Loss, $25,000. 


ROSLYN, L. I1., Aug, 30.—Several hotels 
and other buildings were destroyed by fire 
in North Hempstead early this morning, 
although the local firemen reached the 
scene before the flames had spread beyond 
Highway Commissioner J. L. Pearsall’s 
barn, where they started, presumably 
through the carelessness of some tramps 
who sought a bed in the hayloft. Aid from 
nearby towns arrived too late to stay the 
damage, and the loss was estimated at 
$25,000, including the destruction of Mr. 
Pearsall’s hotel and residence, the home of 
Mrs. William Noon, and the Farmers’ and 
Cottage Hotels, as well as the scorching 
of the Windsor Hotel and some damage to 
a freight car of the Long Island Railroad, 
whose tracks are not far off. 

First the firemen carried a line of hose 
2,000 feet to a hydrant near the gates of 
Clarence H. Mackay’s estate. After they 
had failed to get any water there it was 
rumored that the lodge keeper had refused 
to turn on the flow, but this was denied 
later by Winslow Clark, agent for the-es- 
tate. Mr. Clark said the firemen did not 
know how to handle the hydrant, but 
turned the ‘“shut-off’’ the whole way 
around, thus closing the pipe. Having failed 
to get the water from this source, the fire- 
men managed to drag their hose to Hicks 
Brothers’ lumber yards, where they made 
connection with a big tank. The flames in 
the meantime had —— so far that there 
was no stopping them before they_ had 
ruined the hotels and homes near the Pear- 


sall barn. 

Many of*the guests fled from the hotels 
in their nightclothes. Hhe Long Island 
Railroad saved a line of freight cars b 
telegraphing for a special engine, whic 
arrived just in time to rescue the train 
filled with valuable shipments. Included in 
the personal property lost was $700 in cash, 
which had been laid in a bureau by Mr. 
Pearsall on the preceding night. 


HOLDS MRS. McVICKER’S BODY. 


Physician Refuses to Surrender It on 
Order of Horace McVicker. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., Aug. 30.—The body 
of Mrs. McVicker, widow of the ex-theat- 
rical manager of Chicago, together with all 
her effects at the Pasadena Hotel, where 
she died, are being held by her physician, 
Dr. L. C. H. Zeigler, who has indicated that 
he will not surrender the body or the ef- 
fects on the order of her stepson, Horace 
McVicker of Chicago. He will arrive there 
with the body on Monday, and has made 
arrangements for police protection. The 
California relatives of the deceased have 
decided to make a vigorous centest for a 
share of the McVicker estate. 

A telegram has been received by H. C, 
Wyatt, representative of Horace McVicker, 
from the Public Administrator of Chicago, 
asking him to take charge of the body and 
personal effects of Mrs. McVicker. Wyatt 
has wired the Public Administrator at Chi- 
cago requesting to be relieved of further re- 
sponsibility"in the case. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Horace McVicker 
received a telegram from Los Angeles to- 
day, informing him that a further investi- 
gation of the circumstances of Mrs. Mc- 
Vicker’s death was imperative. The tele- 
gram was from Mrs. Clara B. Game of San 
Francisco, a niece of Mrs. McVicker. Mr.

$69,000. The amount of money and bonds 
found, it is said, was under $200,000, while 
$250,000 was the total counted on. 


DEAF-MUTE GIRL ON TRACK. 


Policeman’s Sister Who Couldn’t Read 
or Write Imperiled by Trolley. 


While at Twenty-third Street and Kighth 
Avenue last night, Policeman Beatty of the 
West Twentieth Street Station noticed a 
young girl standing in the middle of the 
north-bound car tracks. The girl paid no 
attention to the people passing her, and 
when a south-bound car went by she ap- 
peared not to notice it. 

An approaching north-bound car, with the 
motorman ringing the bell, did not move 
her. She stood motionless, and when the 
car was within ten feet of her the police- 
man rushed from the sidewalk and grabbed 
the girl from the tracks. He asked her 
name, but she made no answer. Asking 
other questions, the girl made no response, 
and then he took her to the station house. 

Seret. Coffee asked her several questions 
and to these she was mute. The Sergeant 
then wrote questions on a piece of paper, 


and to these the girl paid no attention. The

asked to take the girl to its rooms for the 
night.

He said that her 
name was Nellie and that she was thirteen 
years old. He said she could neither read 
nor write, and was a deaf-mute. 


POPE CONSOLES MGR. GEAY. 


Bishop of Laval Weeps as He Denies 
Charges Against Him. 


ROME, Aug. 30.—The Pope received to- 
cay in private audience Mgr. Geay, Bishop 
of Laval, France, who explained that now 
that France had severed her diplomatic 
relations with the Vatican he had no more 
reason to abide by Premier Combes’s in- 
structions not to obey his summons to 
Rome, and had hurried to the Vatican, 
wishing to demonstrate that he was a vic- 


tim of calumnies, and that he could prove 
his innocence of the charges brought against 
him.

The last, however, has been called off, as 
races are scheduled for the same day by 
both the Larchmont and Indian Harbor 
Yacht Clubs, and Commodore George 
Lauder, Jr., of the latter club has offered 
a cup for the seventy-footers. 

The start was at 1:25 P. M. The course 
selected was triangular, the first leg being 
from Mott’s Point eastward to Shippan 
Point, on the Connecticut shore; the sec- 
ond leg westward to Parsonage Point, and 
the third leg southward to the starting 
line. The first leg was a beat, the second 
a run, and the third a reach, with booms 
on the starboard hand. The length of the 
course was 214% miles. The Yankee made 
a clever start, being close to the commit- 
tee boat at gunfire and off 11 seconds aft- 
erward. ‘The Virginia, only 4 seconds be- 
hind, tried to shoot up on her weather 
quarter, but failed. The Rainbow made a 
bad start and was handicapped 11 seconds. 
All crossed on the starboard tack, but the 
Virginia went to port in less than a minute, 
and the Yankee followed to keep on her 
weather bow. 

The Yankee both outpointed and outfooted 
the Virginia, and the latter at length broke 
tacks with her off Matinnecock Point and 
stood across the Sound for the Connecticut 
shore. The Yankee was then far endugh 
ahead to let the Virginia go about her 
business. The Virginia went on the port 
tack off the eastern end of Great 
Captain Island about 2 o’clock and 
headed down the Sound. The Yankee 
crossed her bows almost as soon as 
she went about. Twenty minutes later the 
Rainbow also crossed her bows by a good 
stretch of clear water, so the Virginia was 
the last boat of the procession before the 
windward mark was well in sight. But she 
Was not well handled. Before breaking 
tacks with the Yankee she set a baby jib 
topsail, which did her positive harm, She 
also carried a wretchedly setting gaff 
topsail. 

The Rainbow, although beating the Vir- 
ginia, was unabf® to hold her own with the 
Yankee, which, with the race already 


securely in hand, was drawing further 
and further ahead. The relative positions 
of the boats can be seen by the times taken 
at the first mark, thus: Yankee, 2:51:15; 
Rainbow, 2:56:20; Virginia, 2:59:55. In the 
ten-knot beat the Yankee had beaten the 
Rainbow 3 minutes 5 seconds, and the Vir- 
ginia 8 minutes 36 seconds. The Rainbow 
had beaten the Virginia 5 minutes 31 
seconds. 

Spinnakers were set on the port side for 
the run down the wind. All of the yachts 
were handy in getting out the light sails, 
about 3% minutes being the time limit, but 
the Virginia’s crew was a few seconds the 
quickest of the trio. The Yankee gaincd 
38 seconds on the Rainbow between the 
first and second marks, while the latter 
gained 1 minute 25 seconds on the Vir- 

inia. The second mark was rounded as 

ollows: Yankee, 4:41:15; Rainbow, 3:46:58; 
Virginia, 3:51:58. On the four-mile reach 
to the finish the Yankee made a further 
gain and so finished an easy winner. Ac- 
cording to the official figures she beat the 
Rainbow 4:29 and the Virginia 11:36. The 
committee viewed the race from F. Au- 
gustus Schermerhorn’s steam yacht Free- 
lance.

AMERICAN RUNNER WINS 


Themas J. Hicks of Cambridge, 
Mass., First in Marathon Race. 


FEATURE OF OLYMPIC GAMES 


Frenchman Finishes Second and N. Y. 
A. C. Man Third—Lorz of the 
Mohawk A. C. Disqualified. 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 30.—The Olympic Mara- 
thon race, the third foot-race contest of the 
kind ever held and the first ever held on 
American soil, participated in by thirty- 
One men classed among the fleetest runners 
of the world, was won to-day by Thomas J. 
Hicks of Cambridge, Mass., who is the 
first American to win this event, celebrated 
in the revival of Olympic games. Albert J. 
Corey of Chicago, a native-born French- 
man, crossed the finish line second, and 
A. L. Newton of the New York Athletic 
Club was third. The distance of the race 
was forty kilometers, equal to twenty-four 
miles and 1,500 yards. This distance was 
run by Hicks in the ofiicially announced 
time of 3:28:53. Corey’s time was 3:34:16 
and Newton’s was 3:47:33. 

The first Olympic Marathon race was held 
at Athens, Greece, in 1896, and won by 
Loues, a Greek, in 2 hours and 55 minutes; 
the second Olympic Marathon race was held 
in Paris in 1900 and won by Teato of 
France in 2 hours and 59 minutes. The win- 
ner of to-ray’s race received a cup present- 
ed by President Francis of the exposition 
and an Olympic championship gold medal, 
the second a silver medal, and the third a 


medal of bronze. 

Fred Lorz of New York City was the first 
runner to cross the goal line, but was im- 
mediately disqualified on the charge that 
he had ridden about three miles in an auto- 
mobile in traversing the course over the 
country roads, Lorz readily admitted that 
he had done so because of physical ex- 
haustion for a time. 

There was thousands of spectators in the 
Stadium amphitheatre to witness the start. 
Forty runners had been entered in the race, 
but only thirty-one started, of whom six- 
teen were Americans, ten Greeks, two 
Kaitirs, one Cuban, one Frenchman, and 
one man from South Africa, 

The starter’s pistol cracked at 3:03 
o'clock, and Hicks sprang into the lead, 
with the field following at his heels, The 
racers ran five laps on the Stadium track, 
and then passing through a gate, struck 
out on the country road course which was 
designated by red flags showing the way- 
In entering the country road course Hicks 
had fallen back, with six men ahead. The 
course led over hills and through valleys, 
and the roads were deep in dust. Specta- 
tors were gathered in throngs at different 
points along the way, and lustily cheered 
the racers as they passed. A vanguard of 
horsemen cleared the thoroughfares, and 
judges, physicians, and newspaper men fol- 
lowed in automobiles. 

The first turn was made three miles out, 
at Clayton, and the first man to pass was 
M. Spring of New York City. Newton was 
the fifth to pass, and Hicks was the sev- 
enth. Corey followed as ninth man. Three 
miles further on Newton sprinted to the 
front, and with S. A. Mellor of Yonkers, 
N. Y., and E. P. Carr of New York City, 
held the lead, running at a steady gat 
Hicks in the meantime had spurted a little 
and passed this point sixt man, with 
Corey behind him. 

When the half-way point was reached 
Lorz, who had become exhausted, passed 
in an automobile. Mellor was the first 
man to pass the half-way point, followed 
by Newton a short distance behind, and 
closely following Newton came Hicks, run- 
ing easily. ; 

At a point sixteen miles out Mellor was 
overcome by a pain in his side, and was 
forced to abandon the race. Hicks had 
steadily forged ahead after passing Mel- 
lor, who led him, but was running hard 
and evidently almost exhausted. In the 
distance behind him Newton was coming 
along slowly but apparently easily. Corey 
at that time was out of sight and climb- 
ing a hill. The fact that he had gained 
the lead spurred Hicks to renewed effort, 
and his steady and telling trot was to some 
degree accelerated. Meantime Frank 
Pierce of New York City, John, C. Lor- 
don of Cambridge, Mass., and M. Bpring of 
New York City had become exhausted, and 
were taken into automobiles. 

When the twenty-mile point had _ been 
reached Lorg — started running. Hicks 
was running with a mechanical exactness, 
slowly and with every motion of his body 
indicating by its regularity and apparent 
effort that he was suffering from fatigue. 
But he was still full of grit. In answer toa 
question as to how he was feeling he 
called back over his shoulder: ‘‘I want 
somethin gto eat as soon as I get there. 
I’m nearly starved.”’ 

He maintained his pace until within two 
miles of the goal, when he dropped to a 
walk in climbing a hill, the first time he 
had ceased running. 

At the top of the hill a crowd cheered 
him vigorously, which renewed his flagging 
energy, and he broke into a fast run, main- 
taining it until he reached the entrance to 
the Stadium track. Then, amid tremendous 
cheering of spectators, he doubled his pace, 
rushed half way around the track, and in 
the gathering darkness crossed the tape— 
the winner. 

The crowd had scarcely quieted from its 
ovation when Corey, who had made tre- 
mendous headway in the last stretch, ran 
in and crossed the line second. Again the

PUBLIC OPINION AND THE BUILDING 
SITUATION. 


So far as can be seen there is absolute- 
ly nothing to be gained by the unions 
from a further trial of strength with the 
associated employers. It means for the 
wage earners a Winter of distress, and 
for the whole trade such a shrinkage in 
building operations as will force many 
thousands to seek employment in other 
occupations. Mr. WHINSELMER’s resigna- 
tion as President of the Building Trades 
Alliance may not mean immediate peace, 
but it removes an obstacle to it, and the 
readiness with which it was accepted 
may be held to indicate that the suprem- 
acy of the irreconcilables is drawing to 
an end. 

To-night the alliance is to hold a meet- 
ing to ‘“‘test public sentiment.” Such a 
test is unnecessary, since the attitude of 
the public on the subject of the present 
situation in the building trades is well 
known. The passing of WEINSEIMER was 
rendered necessary by a regard for pub- 
lic opinion. If further evidence is needed 
it is found in the fact that owners are 
consenting to the present lock-out—if not 
willingly, at least uncomplainingly. They 
have no personal concern in the arbitra- 
tion issue now raised other than that of 
any good citizen, but they are sustaining 
the contractors by making serious sacri- 
fices. No better indication of public 
opinion is needed than this gives. 

All branches of business connected 
with the production or distribution of 
building materials stand with the con- 
tractors in their fight for the arbitration 
agreement and the surrender under it of 
the right of sympathetic strikes. All who 
pay rent and are feeling the pressure of 
increase from month to month through 
the growing scarcity of accommodations 
are with the contractors and are opposed 
unalterably to the present attitude of the 
unions. All this is public opinion, and it 
is the kind that counts. Perhaps none of 
these phases of it will be represented at 
the meeting to-night, but unless they are 
the views it approves and the action it 
takes will be without value as showing 
how the people of New York regard the 
position of the alliance, 


LONG RANGE FIGHTING AT SEA. 


With the launching of the Connecticut 
at hand there are two features of the re- 
cent naval battles in the Far East that 
ought to have special attention from 
every one who cares at all for the wel- 
fure of the navy. Both of these features 
are observed in connection with the long 
range at which the fighting has been 
done there. 

First of all, the ranges have usually 
been so great (four to six miles) that 
not only the torpedoes carried, but the 
casemate guns of whatever calibre, have 
been unable to reach effectively. The 
turret guns were the only ones that did 
any damage. It is reasonable to sup- 
pose, therefore, that in any future war 
the aggressive side will follow the Japa- 
nese tactics in this respect, and we ought 
to consider how our Connecticut class of 
battleships would fare in such battles. 

The Connecticut will carry four 12-inch 
guns in her main turrets, and they will 
be the best guns afloat when she goes 
into commission. But the guns in her 
broadside turrets are of 8-inch calibre 
only, while the British battleships of her 
class carry guns of 9.2-inch calibre in 
their broadside turrets, and the latest 
battleships building for Japan are to 
have 10-inch guns there. The Germans 
are following the British in this respect. 

According to the report of the Bureau 
of Ordnance our 8-inch guns are able to 
perforate 7.9 inches of Krupp steel at a 
range of 3,000 yards. The best British 
9.2-inch gun is able to perforate just 12 
inches at that range. As Admiral 
CHARLES O’NBIL pointed out in his report 
of the Bureau of Ordnance for 190], 
“the 8-inch gun has a great excess of 
energy as against casemate armor, but 
is not sufficient to perforate the heavy 
turrets or heavy belt armor.” It is a 
fact that in broadside turret guns our 
five best battleships are to be outclassed 
before they are in commission. The 9.2- 
inch gun is able to perforate the “‘ heavy 
belt armor” of the Connecticut at a 
range of two miles, and at ranges far 
beyond the reach of the 8-inch gun it can 
still perforate casemate armor, The 10- 
inch guns ordered by the Japanese can 
do still better, of course. 

It follows from this that if we should 
ever have to fight one of these foreign 
ships with the Connecticut the enemy 
would surely choose to’ fight at the long- 
est range, and would thus be able to 
bring into action six effective guns to 
our four. 

The other feature of the fighting in the 
East to which attention should be direct- 
ed is found in the fact that the Japanese 
have usually been able to choose the 
range at which they would fight. Being 
able to remain at long range when the 
Russian squadron made its dash from 
Port Arthur, they shot the Russian ships 
to pleces without injury to their own 
ships. They sank the Novik under simi- 


escaped because of superior opeed.- 

Against the protest: of Aamiral MBEL- 
VILLE the Connecticut class of ships was 
deliberately designed with speed a knot 
legs than that of Buropean ships of the 
same class. The officers responsible for 
this slow speed asserted that the “ abil- 
ity to remain in the battle line” was of 
more importance than greater speed. 
What they intended to say was that 
heavy armor, to keep out projectiles, was 
of more importance than speed. One 
member of the board spoke of the popu-~ 
lar interest in swift ships as a “‘ craze.” 
But if the work of the two navies in the 
East has demonstrated any one thing it 
is the fact that the first requisite of a 
battleship is sufficient speed to enable 
her to arrive within striking distance of 
her enemy. Unless she can get within 
range she is of no more use than a fort. 
If our Connecticut were a knot swifter 
than any battleship in the world, the in- 
feriority of her broadside turret guns 
would then be a matter of less conse- 
quence. For having the speed of the 
enemy, she could run up where her 7- 
inch guns would become effective, and 
then soon decide the contest to our satis- 
faction. 

As it is, every possible enemy knows 
very well that at short range the 7-inch 
guns of the Connecticut give her a great 
advantage. It follows, therefore, that 
the enemy will always strive to keep be- 
yond the range of those guns. Having a 
knot more speed, the enemy can not only 
remain beyond the range of the 7-inch 
guns, but he can, as said, take a range 
where his 9.2-inch guns will-be effective 
while even our 8-inch will! fail to reach. 

It is a serious matter. Our navy has 
had an experience in a battle of that 
kind. When Porter, in the frigate Es- 
sex, met the two British ships at Val- 
paraiso, the Essex was shot to pieces be- 
cause she carried short-range guns in 
her broadside, and was unable to get 
close enough to the enemy to strike an 
effective blow. The 8-inch guns of the 
Connecticut will be to her precisely what 
the 32-pounder carronades were to the 
Essex. It is imperative that every bat- 
tleship planned hereafter should have 10- 
inch guns in her broadside turrets and 
a speed at least equal to that of any 
battleship in the world. 

THE CHINESE CURRENCY. 

The students of finance and business 
men engaged or interested in the devel- 
opment of the immense resources of 
China for foreign trade will await with 
keen curiosity the report of the Ameri- 
can Commissioner, Prof. JENKs of Cor- 
nell University, who has just sailed from 
Peking on his return home. Primarily 
the object of the commission of which 
Prof. JENKs is a member was to promote 
the stability of exchange between silver- 
using and gold-using countries by the ex- 
tension of the gold standard under con- 
ditions as little disturbing as possible. 
A system was devised for the Philippines 
which is in process of successful appli- 
cation. Mexico is advancing in the ap- 
Plication of the same system, and the 
co-operation of the Powers having ex- 
tensive possessions in the Orient is as- 
sured. 

In China the work is peculiarly inter- 
esting because the empire is in a sense 
virgin soil; there is no coined money in 
China except that brought in from other 
countries and used in the treaty ports, 
and to a slight extent in the trade of 
those ports with the interior. In sub- 
stance what is proposed by the American 
Commission, acting with a Mexican 
Commission, and approved largely in 
Europe, is the adoption of the gold 
standard with the use of a silver cur- 
rency coined at a little less than the 
market ratio and kept at par by re- 
ceiving it for public dues and by the use 
of a gold fund for the regulation of ex- 
change. No doubt Prof. Jenks has suc- 
ceeded in explaining this plan clearly to 
the Chinese statesmen and in inducing 
them to promise their influence to aid in 
its adoption, for, contrary to the general 
impression in this country, there are 
many and strong men connected with the 
Chinese Government, especially the Vice- 
roys of the larger and more prosperous 
provinces, quite capable of enlisting in a 
work of this sort. To get it adopted 
throughout the empire will be exceed- 
ingly difficult, but we do not regard it as 
at all impossible. On that point the re- 
port of Prof. JENKs will be valuable. 

CROP ESTIMATES. 

The experience of years as to the un- 
trustworthiness of unofficial crop esti- 
mates made for the purposes of specula- 
tors in the wheat pit of the Chicago 
Board of Trade does not appear to have 
made the public any the less ready to put 
confidence in them until another and no 
more trustworthy report gains currency, 

The fact of a short crop is generally 
conceded on excellent evidence that the 
year has been unfavorable for wheat; 
but it is a safe generalization that noth- 
ing in the statistical position of wheat 
warrants the speculative quotation 


reached on Monday of $1.09% per bushel. 


CRUSTACEAN SIMILES. ’ 

Among our obligations to the Filipinos 
one of the most important is that they 
shall be taught the good, straightforward 
American language, with no further ad- 
mission of slang than may be considered 
necessary to give an enlivening touch to 
its flavor. When Datto Fecunpo was 
told the other day at the White House 
that the Moros were “lobsters” to 
keep up the fighting against the United 
States he acquiesced feelingly and ad- 
mitted that they were “worse than 
lobsters.”” It is quite clear that his 
researches in our tongue have not been 
tied down to orthodox pedantries and 
crudities, and that when he gets home 
his islanders will be made acquainted 
with the unconventional locutions pre- 
vailing in the discourse of their new 


@more formal ones. To be held.up as 
“worse than a lobster” will probably 
be regarded by the islanders as the acme 
of turpitude, and the militant ones. if 
any still remain, ought to stop fighting 
at once rather than undergo a reproach 
of such an obscurely injurious, but open- 
ly and flagrantly crustacean, character. 

English of this sort, ‘‘ as she is spoke,” 
may tickle the ears of the groundlings 
among the humor-loving archipelegans, 
but so important a personage as a Dat- 
to, who may perhaps without offense 
to him be ranked as a smal] kind of 
Sultan, ought to carry back to his sub- 
jects the expurgated dialect of his and 
their overlords, so that when they learn 
it it may be in a form to pass at its 
face value everywhere, like the currency 
coming from the same _ source, A 
trifling infusion of slang may not be 
amiss in the lingual examples set for the 
islanders, but they ought not to be mis- 
led on points of natural history nor 
drawn into metaphorical confusions con- 
cerning an object so interesting from a 
culinary and constructive, as well as a 
rhetorical and figurative, point of view 
as the lobster. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——* Mind cure,” which term includes, of 
course, every one of the healing systems, 
differing only in name and method of im- 
pressing suggestions, that are declared so 
vehemently by their exploiters to be each 
absolutely unique, is discussed with re- 
freshing clearness by Dr. E. T. Epss in 
The Boston Medical and Surgical Journal 
Not only does he frankly admit that the 
pseudo-philosophical and . pseudo-religious 
‘healers’ occasionally attain success in 
cases which it would be difficult or im- 
possible to cure by medicine or surgery, 
but he hints at a need for the doctors to 
systematize this useful form of treatment 
and to utilize its efficacy, not half uncon- 
sciously as now, but with a definite ap- 
preciation of its powers and limitations. 
As an aid to this he distinguishes carefully 
between the classes of diseases in which 
suggestion of one sort or another is use- 
ful and those in which resort to it is hope- 
less. This is what the charlatans never 
do; they apply the same treatment to every 
malady, claim credit for a miracle when 
accident gives them success and explain 
failure by the patient’s “lack of faith”’ 
or the existence of ‘“‘ adverse influences,” 
usually in the shape of a skeptical relative 
or neighbor who insists on calling in a 
physician. Over infections, degenerations, 
and slow organic processes, Dr. EDES says, 
the control of the mind 1s practically nil. 
The processes of secretion, however, are 
somewhat affected by psychic influences 
through the nerves. It is in the diseases 
ealled functional and the domain of hys- 
teria that the “healer” finds his most 
fertile field and achieves what pass for 
marvels. Melancholia and many forms of 
insanity are beyond his reach, but in cases 
where the symptoms are mere counterfeits 
of organic disease, and in neurasthenia, 
where there is little real loss of nerve force, 
much can be done by mental stimulation. 
The suggestion of cure may be made with 
or without hypnotism, according to cir- 
cumstances, and the mere strenuous repe- 
tition of positive assertions is often enough 
to effect thé desired impression on the pa- 
tient’s mind. Morbid fears may thus be 
removed, sometimes by a single strong ef- 
fort, and traumatic hysteria is particu- 
larly amenable to mental therapeutics. 
How different is all this from the mysti- 
cal jargon of the Eddyites and the less 
notorious quacks, with their claims to lim- 
itless power and their imbecile denials that 
the diseases they cure—more often fail to 
cure—have any real existence! 


— A somewhat common and very curious 
misapprehension of the true purposes of 
government is well illustrated by an appar- 
ently quite sincere utterance of The Coast 
Seamen’s Journal, an organ of unionism 
in many ways superior to most papers of 
its class. ‘‘ The Judge,” it says, ‘‘ who is 
ever ready with the argument of the non- 
unionist’s ‘right to work’ is even readier 
with a denunciation of anything savoring 
of public enterprise for the purpose of giv- 
ing employment to labor. The ‘right to 
work’ is a very practical proposition so 
long as it means the right of a non-unionist 
to break a strike, but a mere abstraction 
when it means the duty of the Government 
to provide work.” It is hard to determine 
whether this cool assumption of the exist- 
ence of a duty on the part of the Govern- 
ment to provide work for those who or- 
ganize it is pathetic or simply funny, Per- 
haps it is both, and the one more than 
the other only according to the point of 
view and the tendency of the observer to 
see things seriously or humorously. Of 
course, the duty of Governments is to per- 
form whatever task is definitely and inten- 
tionally imposed upon them by established 
custom or a constitution, but in this coun- 
try, at any rate, the Government has no 
right, and much less a duty, to provide 
with work a people perfectly able to pro- 
vide it for themselves. That it does give 
employment, and lots of it, is true, but the 
employment always is, or always should be, 
incidental and strictly subordinate to the 
attainment of other and public ends. The 
belief quoted is a close relative of the 
‘“‘spoils system,”’ in that it is based on 
the same mistaken notion as to the Na- 
tion’s business enterprises. 


—As the siege of Port Arthur has now 
lasted for several months, the Czar’s proc- 
lamation that each of those months shall 
count for every member of the defending 
force as a year of military service is a 
recognition of their valor and ‘determina- 
tion that will be of considerable value—to 
such of them as survive the final assault. 
Perhaps even for those who fall before that 
event it will do something in the way of 
pensions for dependent relatives, though we 
do not remember to have heard much about 
Russian pensions. At best, however, the 
recompense for what seems to have been 
really horoic devotion in a hopeless cause 
was one cheaply as well as easily given, 
and it does seem that with better advice 
the Czar might have devised a better meth- 
od of expressing his gratitude to men whom 
he has very obviously sacrificed to what 
he presumably regarded as high Govern- 
mental and dynastic interests. Here, in 
such a case, a laudatory paragraph in the 
military records and perhaps a meda! would 
have been considered a sufficient addition 
to the admiration and remembrance of the 
nation, but Russia is different and more 
substantial remuneration would seem to 
have been indicated. And the counting of 
months as twelve, even if the multiplication 
applies to the pay of the soldiers, amounts 
to pitiably little. It does, indeed, shorten 
the time of compulsory service in the army, 
and that is something, but the emphasizing 
of that something's value was a rather 
dangerous expedient. And each of the 
months in Port Arthur has probably 
dragged itself out much longer than an 
ordinary year. The hardships of the siege 
have doubtless been even more trying to 
the garrison than its perils, and now every 
moment must have horrors hardly imagi- 
nable for those who have never been 
through such experiences, They were the 
commonplaces of other days, but at pres- 
ent they are made more horrible by their 


incongruity with the spirit of the age, by 


thejr essential uselessness and their utter 
lack of logic.. War is coming to have some- 
thing of the absurdity as well as of the 
wickedness of dueling, and the Russian 
soldier must be ignorant indeed who can 
convinee himself that he is risking his life 
in a noble cause or to protect his own per- 
sonal rights and interests. 


-—-A correspondent of one of the London 
papers makes the interesting suggestion 
that sailor superstition may have had some- 
thing to do with the loss of life on the Gen. 
Slocum, as well as with the usual condition 
of life-saving facilities on vessels of all 
sorts. “ There is,” he says, ‘‘a@ most un- 
reasoning superstition among sailor men 
that it is unlucky to try on a lifebelt, and 
I can never forget the horror betrayed by 
the face of a quartermaster on board an 
ocean liner on one occasion when I ventured 
to disregard ill-luck. Two of us in want of 
amusement donned our lifebelts and per- 
formed a pas de deux while incumbered 
with the cork dresses. Yet we arrived safe 
at our destination.’’ Such notions as this 
are rather commoner in Europe than in 
America, and certainly one can have a good 
deal to do with our sailor men without ever 
hearing that it is unlucky to try on a life 
preserver. Still the superstition is one of 
the easily explicable sort, and it may well 
be that the general tendency to pay as little 
attention as possible to the means of es- 
caping from maritime disaster is due to a 
conscious or subconscious disinclination for 
so plain an admission that disaster is pos- 
sible or probable. As adequate precautions 
are also somewhat expensive, the feeling, 
if it exists, is one which vessel owners 
would not suppress with excessive harsh- 
ness. 


BEST AND BROADEST PAPER. 


Appreciative Reader of The Times Com- 
ments on Its Views. 


To the Editor of The Neto York Times: 

May a constant reader of the best and 
brondest-minded paper in New York ex- 
press his pleasure in your keen sense of 
justice and fair play, exemplified most par- 
ticularly to-day in the songs editorials 
on “ The Czar’s Gifts” “The War and 
International Law?" 

It has, as you say, a touch of pathos— 
this effort of the kindly and peace-loving 
Czar to conciliate his oppressed people. 
But are we not prone to forget in our cur- 
rent comment on the backward condition 
of Russia to-day the fact that after all 
Russia is only behind us in civilization, 
not essentially different from us. Only a 
hundred years ago flogging was universal 
in England and Germany, and both Briton 
and Tcuton were as addicted to brutality, 
to drunkenness, and to corruption as any 
Russian of to-day. Little more than one 
hundred years ago women were branded 
and flogged in England and France, and 
as for official bribery and corruption—the 
great cry against Russia to-day—recall the 
history of the British Parliament in the 
eighteenth century. How long is it since 
the horrors of slavery were part of the 
duily lifs of our Nation? How long since 
Ireland had genuine cause to groan under 
the oppression of the English? How long 
since in France the downtrodden people 
sough< in the terrors of the Revolution a 
fearful remedy for an unbearable state? 

Russia received her civilization so much 
later than the other nations of Europe 
that it is surely not surprising that she 
should not have caught up to them yet. 
Her mera! standard, her religious and 
social ideals are the same as her European 
neighbors, only—not yet as fully developed. 
But the standard of the Japanese is essen- 
tially different. Russia has not yet caught 
up to us; but Japan is not merely in the 
rear, but divergent from us. To what a 
degree she diverges we may not fully re- 
alize unless—and until—she has the fortune 
to win in this war. 

Then when victorious she turns her at- 
tention to China, and the Japanese officers, 
who are even now secretly: drilling the 
Chinese in the methods of modern war- 
fare, have perfected their task and formed 
an immense population into a menacing 
army, what will there be to prevent the 
united yellow races from swooping down 
on America and Europe and submerging 
our civilization, even as the Huns and Tar- 
tars of old swept down on the western 
civilizations of their day? 

Would it not be well before we thought- 
lessly uphold Japan with our sympathy 
and partrership, and decry Russia—so fit- 
ted by nature to be the buffer and guard 
between us and any formidable Oriental 
power—that we seriously consider the fu- 
ture consequences of having the victory 
reat with a race akin to ours, or with an 
alien, yellow race, of whose real nature, 
underneath the varnish of an imitated 
civilizetion, we know next to nothing?

ILLITERATES IN ITALY. 


Education Has Made Some Headway, 
Though State Spends Little for it. 


From The London Globe. 

The bill introduced into the Italian Parliament 
on the subject of education, by Signor Orlando, 
was backed up by some interesting statistics on 
the number of illiterates over six years of age in 
Italy. It appears that in 1872 out of every 
thousand inhabitants of the peninsula 687 were 
illiterate; in 1882 the illiterates were 619 per 
1,000; while in 1901 they had fallen to 484 per 
1,000. 

This shows that education has made some way, 
and, as might have been supposed, the best edu- 
cated districts are Piedmont and Lombardy, with 
17 and 20 per cent. of illiterates, while the most 
ignorant are the old States of the Church, Cala- 
bria and Apulia, with from 70 to 80 per cent. of 
illiterates. 

The new law obliges the communes to teach 
the children up to the age of twelve, whereas 
formerly instruction was only obligatory up to 
the age of nine. But this law only refers to the 
Communes which have over 4,000 inhabitants, 
and have already more advanced schools. In the 
smaller Communes things will go on very much 
as they have before, for they will only get a 
Government allowance of 150f. per annum. 

Italy spends very little upon education, the 
total sum provided by the Government and the 
Communes being only a little over £3,000,000 a 
year, or 2s, per head of the population. Switz- 
erland spends 6s. 9d., and France 8s. 3d, per 
head, so that Italy has a good deal of way to 
make up.

This is the contest in which the persone 
alities of two men will come into conflict, 
and the issue is not doubtful. Roosevelt is 
justly detested in the South and disliked 
in New York. Parker is 1espected every- 
where, and loved in New York. The South 
will, of course, vote for him solid. I will 
now give you a detailec ca‘culation of the 
Electoral vote, showing how Parker must 
win: 4 ; 

He will have the following Electoral vote . 
in the South: Alabama, 11; Arkansas, 84 
Florida, 4; Georgia, 13; Kentucky, 13; 
Loulsiana, 8; Maryland, 8; Mississippi, 9¢ 
North Carolina, 11; South Carolina, 9; Tens 
nessee, 12; Texas, 15; Virginia, 12; West 
Virginia, 6. This will make 139, and if to 
the result we add Missouri, which Bryan 
captured in 1896, we have: 139 plus 17 equalg 
156. 

The only States that will probably vote 
Rooseveltian are Delaware, New Jersey, 
Rhode Island, Vermont, New Hampshire, 
Massachusetts, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Maine, 
Minnesota, and North and South Dakota. 
I predict that Parker will have 10 out of 2% 
voles in Indiana, half Connecticut, halt 
Michigan, half Iowa, or rather 8 out of 
15, and all the votes in the other States, 
unless perhaps we except California.

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RENTS AND COST OF BUILDING. 


Is No Direct Relation Between 
the Two. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It's a pity the contention of your edi- 
torial **‘ Wages and Earnings” that a lower 
wage scale for plasterers would produce 
greater yearly carnings is not true; cheaper 
construction of buildings would not lessen 
rent. 

Improved methods of construction have 
in the past twenty-five years reduced the 
cost of building by more than 30 per cent.; 
instead of rents falling, they have ad- 
vanced. Rent is not determined by cost 
of production; demand and supply operate 
here as elsewhere, only the supply of land 
is not to be increased to meet greater de- 
mand, and in consequence land value goes 
up with greater demand. The net increase, 
after paying interest on cost of the im-~ 
provements and all other charges of main- 
tenance, is capitalized into selling price of 
land. So that reduced cost of building, by 
increasing the net return to lot use, would 
increase the value of land. 

If you can imagine houses built without 
cost you cannot infer reduced rent as @ 
result, but increased land value. The un- 
fortunate situation is that high-priced labor 
and extravagant municipal administration 
affect land value, and cut wages or tru6.

There Is no inducement to undervalue free 
goods, and therefore we must conclude that 
if the $87,000,000 of merchandise were sold 
at the price named in the exporters’ in- 
voices given to our Customs Department, 
Canadians are buying cur gocds at an avers 
age of 25 per cent. under the market price 
to home consumers, or else that our ex- 
porters are making false invoices to aid 
the importers to defraud the Canadian cus 
toms revenue. 

Shall we continue a fiscal policy with our 
nearest relatives cn earth and our nearest 
neighbors which invites fraud and rewards 
it when successful?

She has 
shown a remarkable aptitude for business, 
and, spurred on by the knowledge that she 
was relieving her father of care, she 
worked as few women have worked ‘to mas- 
ter the intricacies of his great business. 

She knew years ago, as did every other 
near relative of William Weightman, that 
she was to be his'sole heir. Nothing, there- 
fore, was to be gained by this show of great 
interest in his business, which was also his 
pleasure. She merely took up the work 
surrendered by her husband at death, and 
soon eclipsed his best records, and then 
took up still other tasks—all to relieve her 
father.

Her 
language while always polite, is none the 
less forceful. She is a woman of deeds, not 
words. She wears no jewelry save her wed- 
ding ring. 

She owns several automobiles, and prefers 
an electric vehicle.

‘Fire your questions at me, gentlemen,” 
he invited; “‘I am well armed with infor- 
mation.” 

‘“*Did you see ‘ Parsifal’ at Baireuth?” 
was the, first. 

“Ah, no, I didn’t see ‘Parsifal’—all because 
my wife was afraid the people there would 
tear me to pieces, I wanted to go; in fact, 
I had already bought my ticket. But Mrs. 
Conried had dreams of an outraged popu- 
lace launching itself on a foreign devil of 
an impresario who dared to desecrate the 
sacred opera by giving it in America. So 2 
stayed away—perforce. 

“Yes, they were pretty hot against me 
over in Germany—some of them. I met 
cne of my dear old friends on a station 
platform, and I stretched out my hand io 
him, but he refused to take it. 

“* How could you?’ he exclaimed at me 
in a most tragic tone. ‘It was the greatest 
sin you could commit.’ . 

“But all of them were not that way. -I 
was treated decently by enough people to 
make my European trip endurable—rather, 
as near endurable as the heat would allow. 
In Vienna it was 104 in the shade all the 
time I was there. And in Berlin when it 
came down to 102 everybody began to shiver 
and prophesy a-severe Winter. In Venice 
—delightful Venice!—it was so infernally 
hot that every time I wanted to talk busi- 
ness to a tenor or a prima donna I went 
out in a gondola and hired two men to 
fan us. 

“Oh! about my plans for this season? 
Well, it’s going to be the greatest New 
York ever saw. Fifty-four thousand dol- 
lars have been spent on the Opera House 
again this Summer, and cverything is in 
fine shape. I'll have all the best singers of 
the world together. The old ones who re- 
turn have already been announced—Sem- 
brich, Caruso, Plancon, Burgstaller, Dippel, 
and the rest—and then there will be 
Fames and Nordica and Melba, and some 
entirely new ones. I can’t tell their names 
yet because I have to wait until the con- 
tracts are all fixed. : 

‘““The season will open Nov. 21, and last 
fifteen weeks. There will be ten perform- 
ances of ‘ Parsifal’ in New York, three in 
San Francisco, and one each in Chicago, 
Cincinnati, and Pittsburg. Philadelphia 
had her night last season, when the spe- 
cial trains came over with the Quakers. 

“JI will give New York some novelties, 
too. There is ‘Die Meistersinger,’ of which 
there will be an absolutely new production. 
Mme. Eames will sing in this. Nordica will 
sing in ‘ Gtoconda,’ Caruso and an Italian 
prima donna in ‘Lucretia Borgia’ and 
‘Norma.’ I will also present ‘The Fiying 
Dutchman.’ The opening opera will be 
‘ Aida.’ ” 

**How about Mme. Calvé this season?’ 
some one asked the impresario. 

Mr. Conried shrugged his shoulders. “‘ She 
is still as crazy—beg pardon, hysterical—as 
she was in New York last Winter. I heard 
of her in London. She was still at her old 
stunts—fainting on the stage, being carried, 
and the like. Why, she’s hardly sane; she 
threw away $14, last year just because 
she didn’t want to sing a certain rdle. 
Doesn't that prove her crazy?”’ 

Since the closing of the opera season last 
Spring the carpenters have been busy all 
the time at the Metropolitan. In front of 
each seat there is a little hand pointing to 
an exit, with the words: “ Please use Exit 
No. .’ In ease of any sort of accident 
everybody will know just how to get out 
the quickest. Mr. Conried intends that 
the audience shall empty itself into the 
street every night by all the exits, just as 
it should do in case of fire. 

Besides this, the electric lights have been 
moved from the exit doors and candles 
have been substituted. These stand in 
niches made in the walls especially for 
them, and are protected by thick glass. 
They burn continually through the per- 
formance. No matter what might happer 
to the electric apparatus, the candles will 
still show the way to the street. The ceil- 
ing has been repainted at great cost, and 
there are many new stage appliances. 
Scenery that had to be moved by hand last 
Winter is worked by counterweights now. 

The King of Italy decorated him with the 
Order of the Crown.

Among the attractions at the Irving Place 
will be a comic opera called ‘‘ Young Heid- 
elberg.””

AUTOMATIC SCULPTOR SUIT. 


Promoter Wants $287,000 Damages— 
Says Machine Didn’t Work. 


Justice Dickey, in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday granted an order per- 
mitting the service by publication of paers 
in a suit brought by William B. Jones 
against F. W. Fuchs, Alexander H. Davis, 
August Buntipi, and Mary Belle Scott to re- 
cover $287,455.50 damages. Service by pub- 
lication is to be made only upon’ Davis, who 
lives in England. 

The suit is over a mechanical device 
known as the ‘‘automatic sculptor” and 
*‘Buntipi’s. sculpturing machine.” Jones 
alleges that the defendants are co-partners 
under the name of the Sculptrix Syndicate 
and the owners of the invention and letters 
patent. He asserts that he secured an op- 
tion to purchase the machine and the pat- 
ents before July 1 last... The syndicate, he 
says. asserted that the invention could do 
all the work that a sculptor could do by 
hand, and in much less time. Jones alleges 
that he found purchasers who would take 


the patent for $250,000 if the machine would 
do all that by claimed for jt. When the 
machine was ive to him, ‘he asserts, it 
was not in workin er and the syndicate 
refused to place it in order. Because of this, 
Jones says, he was unable to exhibit the in- 
vention to the men with whom he was n 
tiating, and he then brought the action 
damages.

SER WILHELM I. 
‘BREAKS HER RECORD 


Ore Day’s Fog Kept Her Behind 
Deutschland’s Time. 


MORE THAN $36,000 IN DUTIES 


Senator Elkins Astonishes Customs Offi- 
cials and Says He Had a Fine 
Time Opening Trunks. 


The steamship Kaiser Wilhelm II. of the 
North German Lloyd passed in Sandy Hook 
shortly after 2 o’clock yesterday morning, 
having lowered her own westward record 
from Cherbourg by making the run in 5 
days 12 hours and 44 minutes. Her aver- 
age speed was 23 knots, over a 3,053-knot 
course, a small half of a knot less than she 
made on her westward run in June, when 
she established a transatlantic record aver- 
age. Had it not been for several fogsy 
hours experienced on Sunday, when the ves- 
sel was compelled to run at very much re- 
duced "speed, the officers of the vessel de- 
clare that she would have beaten the record 
for the westward passage now held by the 
Hamburg-American liner Deutschland of 5 
ddys 11 hours and 54 minutes. The greatest 
full day’s run made by the steamship was 
583 nautical miles, and the smallest 551 
nautical miles. 

John H. Flagler, who was a passenger, 
said that it was only the great care which 
Capt. Hogemann used during the fog that 
prevented the breaking of the record. ‘“‘ We 
ran into the fog bank at about noon,” he 
said, “‘and a few minutes later a fog signal 
was heard aboard. Capt. -Hogemann at 
once stopped the ship, and did not again 
start her until he was absolutely sure from 
which direction the sound was coming. 
Then, for fear of running into any other 
vessel, he made our ship go so slow that 
she lost fully 100 miles on the day’s run.” 

Besides lowering her own figures for the 
voyage, the Kaiser established new figures 
for duty paid by the passengers of any 
single ship at this port. She brought in all 
984 cabin passengers, which is the greatest 
number brought here this year. On one 
former occasion she brought the record 
number, 999. A little over $36,000 was paid 
into Uncle Sam’s Treasury by the travel- 
ers On gods contained in over 5,000 trunks. 

Some of the passengers were Baron P. de 
Morogues, Dr. George P. Sanborn, Mrs. 
H. O. Armour, Heinrich Conried, Col. 
Henry M. Gray, Henry James, Meyer Jon- 
asson, Mrs. Gouverneur Kortright, Frank 
A. Munse, Baroness Alice de Rosen, Baron- 
ess de Reinelt, and W. D. Rockefeller. 

Lewis Nixon, Mrs. Nixon, and Stanhope 
Wood Nixon arrived on the Kaiser from a 
visit to Europe made in the interests of 
Mr. Nixon’s engine-building company. Mr. 
Nixon said that he had made all prelimi- 
nary arrangements for pushing the Ameri- 
can engines into Europe, where he believed 
that they would supplant foreign makes 
scon. He denied the report that he was to 
permanently reside in Russia, to undertake 
there the supervision of the building of a 
great navy. 

“The cost of expajgiation would be too 


great,’”’ he said. ‘‘I shall go to Russia as 
well as to other European countries from 
time to time, but America shall remain my 
home.” 

Mr. Nixon eagerly asked for news of the 
campaign, and said that he was very glad 
that Mr. Hill had not decided to retire 
from political activity before the end of 
the campaign.

Morris Phillips. 

Morris Phillips, ‘‘the father of society 
news in this country,’ died yesterday at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. M. E. 
Harby, at Huntington, L. I. He was chief- 
ly known as tho proprietor and editor of 
the New York Home Journal, now Town 
and Country. He was born in London, 
England, in 1834,. but his father, Philip 
Phillips, dying when he was five years old, 
the boy came to America to be educated in 
the public schools at Cleveland, Ohio. 
Coming to New York he entered the office 
of Brown, Hall & Vanderpoel and read law 


until he became the private secretary of 
Gen. George P. Morris and took up a lit- 
rary career. 

He was assoctlated with N. P. Willis and 
was in the service of The Home Journal 
until he owned it. He in 1862 owned and 
edited the Knickerbocker Magazine. He 
disposed of The Home Jéurnal two years 
ago. While active in the interests of his 
own publication Mr. Phillips wrote for 
many American and foreign publications 
and traveled much. He was the author 
of several books, among them “ At Home 
and Abroad,” published in 1893. Surviving 
him are two daughters and ‘his son Fred- 
erick, who is an associate editor of Town 
and Country. 


Gen. Milo Smith Hascall. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 30.—Gen. Milo Smith 
Hascall died this morning after a long ill- 
ness at his home in Oak Park. He was grad- 
uated from West Point in the class with 


Gen. Phil Sheridan and took part in many 
battles during the civil war. 


Gen. Milo Smith Hascall, the veteran 
Brigadier General of United States Volun- 
teers, was born at Le Roy, Genesee County, 


N. Y., Aug. 5, 1829. He was graduated 
from West Point in 1852 and served in 
garrison for the next two years. He then 
resigned from the army and practiced law 
in Indfana, holding during the next five 
years the offices of Rrosecuting Attorney 
and Clerk of the Indiana Court. 

During the war of the rebellion he served 
in pobre | capacity from private to Brigadier 
General. At Stone River he was the only 
general officer who held his ground and 
saved the day after the defeat and rout of 
the Union Army on the first day of battle. 
He took part in the siege of Atlanta and 
resigned his command in October, 1864. 
Gen. Hascall later became a banker and 
real estate operator in Chicago, 


Bishop of Southwell (England) Dead. 

LONDON, Aug. 30.—The Right Rev. 
George Ridding, First Bishop of Southwell, 
died to-day. He was born at Winchester 
in 1828, and was educated at the college 
there and at Oxford, where he distin- 
guished himself as a member of the Belloil 
boat crew. From 1868 until 1884, when 
he was made Bishop of Southwell, he was 
head master of inchester College. He 
‘was the author of a number of books on 
educational and religious subjects.

ST. BELLAINE’S GOOD RACE 


Beldame Had Only an Exercise Gallop 
to Capture the Dolphin Stake 
at Sheepshead Bay. 


The first surprise of the Fall season, en- 
gineered by Western horsemen, was sprung 
On the patrons of the Coney Island Jockey 
Club's Autumn meeting at Sheepshead Bay 
yesterday, when the fast colt Delhi, the 
pride of James R. Keene's stable, was dis- 
gracefully beaten by the new-comer in the 
Bast, First Mason, in the mile handicap, 
fifth on the card. 

Sheepshead Bay long has been the hunt- 
ing ground of the Western horsemen fresh- 
ly afrived in the East, and New York bet- 
tors and bookmakers always are on the 
alert for the “ good things" that the West- 
€rn men bring on from Saratoga, but they 
Overlooked First Mason for the reason that 
he had not raced at Saratoga, and though 
it generally was known that the horse was 
regarded as about the best that ran at St. 
Louis in the early part of this season, at- 
tehtion was never directed to him specially, 
as the support that he received was not 
heavy enough to cause even a ripple of ex- 
citement in the betting ring. 

A number of the Western men backed 
First Mason at that, and when the race was 
ever and First Mason had won, Eastern 
horsemen were left to figure on a new 
problem, which was whether First Mason 
is really a good horse or whether Delhi 
Was beaten because far below his best form. 
Delhi was the top weight in the handicap, 
with 124 pounds up, the three-year-old thus 
being called on to concede a year and 
twelve pounds, or the equivalent of twenty- 
two pounds by the scale, to First Mason, a 
four-year-old, with 112 pounds up. Four 
other horses, all in light, ran, Delhi always 
being favorite at odds on, while Rosetint, 
in receipt of twenty-five pounds from the 
Keene colt, was second choice, First Mason 
going to the post at 6 to 1, after the price 
against him had varied from 4 to 1 up to 
8 to 1. The horses went away from the 

‘post with First Mason off in the lead, but 

his advantage was so slight that Delhi 
raced up to him in the first half furlong, 
and the watching crowd settled back in the 
expectation of seeing the Keene colt rush 
away from his field in the style that he 
races when at his best. Odom on Delhi 
made the effort, but when Delhi went on, 
First Mason, ridden by Lyne, went with 
him, the two drawing far away from the 
others and racing together at a fast pace 
through the back stretch and to the last 
turn, but First Mason always was in the 
lead, and Delhi’s backers grew uneasy be- 
fore the turn into the stretch was made. 
There Delhi was hard ridden, but still could 
not get to the Western horse, which drew 
away when they were well straightened out 
for the run home, and romped in an easy 
winner by three lengths, while Delhi 
stopped so fast at the end that Mr. Marmee 
crowded him close at the finish for second 
place. 

Delhi’s race was a disappointment to his 
stable, though he really ran as part of his 
preparation for the $20,000 Century Stakes 
on Saturdav. The track was rather dead, 
but even on such a course Delhi was ex- 
pected to show more speed than the frac- 
tional time of the race indicated, the quar- 
ter being run in 0:24 3-5, the half mile in 
0:48 1-5, the three-quarters in 1:14, and the 
mile in 1:40 2-5, the slowest mile of the 
meeting, though selling class horses were 
winners of other races at a mile. 

For the Dolphin Stakes, a mile and a fur- 
long, for three-year-olds, the presence of 
the great filly Beldame kept down the field 
to four runners, Beldame starting a prohib- 
itive favorite while the selling class gelding 
Go Between was second choice. Beldame, 
with 126 pounds up, went to the front in 
the run to the paddock turn and romped in 
the lead all the remainder of the distance, 
winning as she pleased, well off before 
Ormonde’s Right, while Go Between was 
last. For the Partridge Stakes, for two- 


year-olds, St, Bellane ran in good form and 
beat the favorite, Bedouin, rather easily.

TURF COUP WAS PROFITLESS. 


. 
First Mason, Entered for a “ Killing,” 
Ran Unbacked by Owners. 


The uncertainty of things in racing was 
exemplified yesterday when the Western 
horse First Mason, brought to New York 
from St. Louis as the instrument of a care- 
fully planned betting coup, did all that was 
asked of him, and won in a gallop at the 
Sheepshead Bay track, but practically un- 
backed by the men who planned the coup. 
First Mason had claims to distinction even 
before he beat Delhi in yesterday’s race, for 
he is a half-brother to the great McChesney 
and a stable mate of Colonial Girl, the mare 
that beat Hermis in the fifty-thousand-dol- 
lar World’s Fair Handicap at St. Louis. 
He is trained by and races in the name of 
C. E. Rowe, who trained Colonial Girl for 
her great victory at St. Louis. 

Trainer Rowe and his backer and partner, 
Otto Stiffel of St. Louis, recently bought 
First Mason with the special purpose of 
treating Eastern racegoers to a surprise. 
G. B. Morris had made an earlier effort to 
buy the horse, which had run a mile in 1:39 
at the St. Louis Fair Grounds track, but, 
though he had an option on the horse for 
$10,000, the sale was not made, and Rowe 
and his associates later got First Mason 
for $12,000. He was fit and ready to run 
when he was started to the East, and his 
first race was to be the one over which 
the “ killing’’ was to be made. With $3,000 
of his own ready to be bet on First Mason, 
Trainer Rowe made the discovery yesterday 
a short time before the race that the horse 
had a boil on the side of his mouth, which 
made the mouth so sensitive that First 


Mason became frenzied when bridled, and 
the pressure of the bit made him worse and 
worse as the time came for the call to the 
post. Doubt as to which way the horse 
might run under the circumstances entered 
Trainer Rowe’s mind at the last moment, 
and he decided that it was a poor place to 
risk his $3,000. 

The trainer therefore did not bet, nor 
did any of the immediate connections of the 
stable, though some few Western horsemen 
who were not warned or who refused to 
heed the warning backed First Mason just 
enough to make the bookmakers look for a 
plunge. The plunge never came, however, 
and when First Mason galloped in before 
Delhi the real beneficiaries of the coup that 
came from St. Louis were the bookmakers. 
Congratulations which were showered on 
Trainer Rowe later brought small response, 
and when remark was made on the excel- 
lence of the form his horse showed a in- 

that the race was very ordinary, 
Shy, he beat Delhi,” insisted the flat- 
terer. “ Well, he did not beat much,’”’ Rowe 


retorted. 


GRAND CIRCUIT TROTTING. 


Records Go at Providence—Smathers’s 
Trotter Won Main Race. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Aug. 30.—Twelve 
thousand persons saw the best racing of 
the Grand Circuit to date at Narragansett 
Park to-day. Weather and track were 
perfect for extremely fast time, and the 
horses availed themselves of the opportu- 
nity by placing new records opposite their 
names, and in two instances the best 
marks made in a race over any track 
during the year. 

The main attraction to-day was the Park 
Brew Stake for a purse of $5,000 for horses 
which were eligible to the 2:09 pacing class 
last March. There were five entries, but 
the event was practically a two-horse race 
between Gallagher, the Canadian horse, 
and John M., property of E. E. Smathers 
of New York. The former was favorite 
over the field. In the first heat the fa 
vorite led from wire to wire, with Jéin M 
at his sulkey wheel at the finish 

In the second heat the Canadian a 
word raced away to the front, with John 
M. close up. These were the relative posi-

In the last ten yards Gallagher weak-

The points covered by this excursion 
are as follows: Suspension Bridge, Niagara 
Falls, Tonawanda, Black Rock, Buffalo, 
East Buffalo, Buffalo Junction, Dunkirk, 
and Salamanca, N. Y.; Erie, Pittsburg, and 
Allegheny, Penn.; Bellaire, Ohio; Wheeling, 
Parkersburg, Huntington, and Gauley 
Bridge, West Va., and points east thereof 
to New England line, (New York and Har- 
lem Railroad not included) Montreal, 
Canada, is also in this territory.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


New Coa! Law Expired Jan. 14, 1904— 
Decision on Chair Stock. 


In a Gecision written by Judge Somer- 
ville the Board of United States General 
Appraisers defined again yesterday its po- 
sition as to the exact time that the “ free 
coal law” oi Jan. 15, 1903, took effect. 

J. J. Moore & Co. of San Francisco pro- 
tested agains: the assessment of duty on 
a cargo of bituminous coal which arrived 
in San Francisco Harbor on Jan. 16, 1904, 


on the schooner Alce Leigh. They claimed 
that the law permitting the free importa- 
tion of coal for ore year was still in ef- 
fect when the vessel entered American 
waters on Jan. 15, and further declared 
that they haa triec to enter the cargo on 
Jan. 14, buc that the Collector refused to 
receive the entry. In this Judge Somer- 
ville declares the Collector was right, and 
he lays down the rule that an importa- 
tion is not completed until the importin 
vessel is within the limits of the port 0 
entry. He iurthermore declares that the 
iaw expired et midnight on Jan. 14, 1904. 

General Appraiser McClelland writes a 
decision sustaining a protest by F. W. 
Myers & Cu. of Plettsburg, N. Y., against 
the assessment as “ heading blocks’’ at 20 
per cent. of “ birch squares,’’ described as 
“chair stock.’’ The importers’ claim that 
they were dutiable as sawed lumber not 
specially provided for at $2 a thousand 
feet was sustained. 


REFUSE WEINER’S OFFER. 


Creditors Will Not Compromise with 


Philadelphia. Bankrupts. 


At a meeting of the creditors of J. Wein- 
er & Co. of Philadelphia in the Astor House 
yesterday afternoon a compromise offer of 
$15,000 was rejected and the creditors voted 
unanimously to go on with the legal pro- 
ceedings, both civil and criminal, against 
the members of the firm. 

There were present at the meeting rep- 
resentatives of about seventy-five of the 
leading wholesalers and jobbers in the wool- 
en trade in New York. Mr. Converse of 
Converse, Stanton & Co., presided, and 
among the other houses represented were 
the American Woolen Company, Auffmordt 
& Co,, the Botany Worsted Mills, Cabot, 
Jones & Co., H. A. Caesar & Co., the H. B, 
Claflin Company, A. D. Juilliard & Co., 
Minot, Hooper & Co., Oelbermann, Dom- 
merich & Co., Rush & Co., Stursberg, Schell 
& Co., Tefft, Weller & Co., Treat & Con- 
verse, and Faulkner, Page & Co. J. B. 
Colahan of Philadelphia represented the 
trustee, and H. C. Quinby and James N. 
Rosenberg of the National Association of 
Credit Men and the Merchants’ Protective 
Association, which had been conducting the 
civil and criminal proceedings for the cred- 
itors, were also present. 

I. Weiner & Co. went into bankruptcy in 
1903, owing $86,000, in sums of about $1,000 
each, to the big New York woolen houses. 
All these debts had been contracted in the 
previous three months, and it is alleged that 
this was one of a chain of a dozen woolen 
failures in Philadelphia engineered by one 
individual. Weiner declared that his part- 
ner, Barnet Weiss, had fled, taking with 
him $40,000 of the firm’s cash. 


DIAMOND CUTTERS STRIKE. 


Demand Higher Wages and Trouble May 
Spread to Europe. 


Thirty diamond cutters and polishers em- 
ployed in Edward Van Dam’s works, at 101 
3eekman Street, struck yesterday because 
Mr. Van Dam refused to concede a new 
wage schedule presented to him by the 
Diamond Polishers’ Protective Union of 
America. The benches are to remain un- 
occupied, as Mr. Van Dam will make no 
effort at present to fill them. He is pre- 
paring to import all the diamonds that he 
requires from his shops at Amsterdam and 
Antwerp, where he employs nearly five 
hundred men. 

Because of this plan the union here pro- 
poses to appeal to the European union, with 
which it is affiliated, for a sympathetic 
strike. As the men in the European dia- 
mond centres returned to work onjy a few 
weeks ago, after a prolonged strike, they 
may be averse to any action that might leag 
to complications and further troubles. 

In all the diamond-cutting shops in New 
York, except Mr. Van Dam’s, an increase in 
pay of about 20 per cent. has been granted 
in the last month. 


Rockefeller Buys United Salt Company. 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 30.—A supplemental 
report of the special master in the sale by 
Common Pleas Court of the United Salt 
Company properties showed John D. Rock- 
efeller to be the highest bidder and the 
probable purchaser of the concern. Rocke- 
feller’s bid is $90,000. A conditional offer 
of $120,000 is made, however, which is con- 
tingent on the court’s approval of certain 
assets being included in the deal. The 


sale of the United Salt Company is the 
result of three years of receivership. 


EXPORTS OF MERCHANDISE. 


Exports of merchandise from the Port of 
New York for the week were valued at 
$8,518,850, compared with $7,979,410 in the 
preceding week and $8,826,127 in the cor- 
responding week last year. Total since 
Jan, 1, $312,558,049, against $328,927,085 in 
the corresponding period last year.

BIG RISE IN COTTON. 


The Bulls, Aided by Short Covering, Ad- 
vance Future Prices. 


The cotton market was in a fever of ex- 
citement yesterday. Fluctuations were 
wide and trading enormous, about 800,000 
bales changing hands. The opening was 
lower and some of the leaders on the floor 
expected a big break, but after declining 
some 20 points from Monday's close the 
market rallied and the loss was soon 1@- 
covered. Then came the weekly weather 
report which told of damage in certain sec- 
tions of the cotton growing area, and prices 
at once ran up until all of the options had 
crossed the eleven-cent mark. At this level 


there was some realizing, and there were 
fluctuations up and down of 10 points, 
but the close was firm and near the high- 
est for the day. 

The activity just as the-gong rang was 
so great that the brokers kept on trading 
for several minutes before the close could 
finally be effected. The curb transaction? 
were not heavy, but the tone continued 
strong. 

The market may be said to derive its 
strength mainly from its technica) position 
at this time. The probable size of the crop 
cannot: be nearly approximated, but even 
it it should turn out to ve as large as the 
bears have predicted, it would have little 
effect at this time, when the visible supply 
is small and when the market is bare of 
cotton contracts, very much as the stock 
market is bare ‘of stocks. The great ex- 
tent of the oversold condition of the mar- 
ket has been taken advantage of by the 
bulls to put up prices, and the shorts, suc- 
cessively scared by aggressive buying and 
bad weather reports, have covered all the 
way up from the nine-cent mark, for every 
advance has brought out new short selling, 
and this in turn has had to be covered. 
The Government report, which will be 
made public next Friday at 1:15 P. M., is 
expected to give the shorts another scare, 
and ‘when that-is over it is possible that 
the market will settle back to a ten-cent 
basis, even though the bulls are shouting 
fifteen-cent ‘cotton.

BUTTON CASE VENUE CHANGED. 


Ordered to the Delaware Federal Courts 
—Conflicting Opinions. 


Judge Thomas ip the United States Dis- 
trict Court here yesterday decided to give 
to the Federal Courts of Delaware jurisdic- 
tion in the bankruptcy proceedings brought 
against the United Button Company, 
against which a petition in bankruptcy was 
filed here on Aug. 6. 

The company is a Delaware corporation 
which owns valuable property in Massachu- 
setts, and which conducted the greater part 
of its business through a branch office in 
this city. Peter Alexander was appointed 
receiver of the property in New York. He 
was later made ancillary receiver of the 
company’s property in Massachusetts and 
Illinois. On Aug. 13 an involuntary petition 
was filed against the company in Massa- 
chusetts, and application was made for the 
naming of a receiver. That matter is still 
pending. 

On Aug. 21 an involuntary petition was 
filed against the company in the Federal 
Courts of Delaware, ard the Security Trust 
and Safe Deposit Company of that State 
Was made receiver. 

Then the question of jurisdiction came up. 
Section 32 of the Bankruptcy Act provides 


that the court which gives the greatest 
eonvenience to the litigants shall have juris- 
diction. A general order, made later, gives 
jurisdiction to the district in which the 
first petition was filed. Judge Thomas in 
his opinion cites as a precedent the recent 
decision of Judge Holt in sending to the 
New Jersey district the case of the Globe 
Security Company. After Judge Thomas 
wrote his opinion, however, the Federal 
Courts of New Jersey sent back to New 
York the Globe Security case. Judge 
Thomas says in his opinion that the “ ques- 
tion is not free from doubt.’’ 


SAMUEL L. DANA IN COURT. 


Surprise at Appearance of Man Who 
Was Shot in Central Park. 


Samuel L. Dana, who was mysteriously 
shot in Central Park several weeks ago, and 
who has been confined under bonds in the 
Presbyterian Hospital during his convales- 
cence, created a surprise yesterday morn- 
ing when he walked into the Yorkville 
Court. He told Magistrate Whitman that 
he had been discharged as cured. He looked 
thin and emaciate, but said that he was 
feeling well. 

“The doctors told me I had one chance in 
a thousand,” he said; “* but I seem to have 
drawn that one.” 

Dana asked the court to change the date 
of his hearing from Scpt. 15 to Sept. 1. He 


said that his cousin, E. R. Smith, the law- 


yer, who deposited the $500 cash bail re- 
quired, and who has been acting in his in- 
terests, was out of town, but that if neces- 
sary, he would get another lawyer. Coro- 
ner Jackson, who took Dana’s ante-mortem 
statement when he was thought to be dy- 
ing, has been notified of-the change in date.

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BRYAN WON'T GRANT 
BROTHERHOOD DEMANDS 


Conference with Belmont Arranged 
for Union Leaders. 


INTERBOROUGH STANDS FIRM 


Representatives of the Motormen and 
Firemen Declare That They 
Expect Peace. 


General Manager Bryan of the Inter- 
borough Rapid Transit Company, met by 
twenty members of the local union of the 
Brotherhoods of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen, headed by W. L. Jencks and H. 
P. Pinney, and a confere nce lasting an 
hour and a half followed with reference 
to the demands of the employes*of the 
elevated road. The meeting took place in 
Mr. Bryan's office at 195 Broadway, and 
was attended also by General Superinten- 
dent H dley of the Interborough system. 

The proposition submitted to Mr. Bryan 
was that the motormen in the sbuway 
service should receive the same pay as 
those on the elevated, or $3.50 a day, and 
that a day should consist of nine hours in- 
stead of ten. 

Commissioner Darlington said last night 
that in reality there was no epidemic at 
all, and in substantiation of that statement 
said his record showed only sixty-six cases 
in the Bronx during July and August. 

Later in the day, Mr. Stone, who is stop- 
ping at the Grand Union Hotel, declared 
that he would probably present the case 
directly to August Belmont, President of 
the Interborough Company, and announced 
that Mr. Bryan had promised to arrange 
for a conference between Mr. Belmont and 
himself at an early date. 

At a discussion of the situation, however, 
between President George E. Pepper and his 
associates in the Amalgamated Association 
of Street and Electric Railway Employes 
last night at 177 Willis Avenue it was said 
that the local representatWwes: were not yet 
willing to place the matter in the hands 
of the National leaders, ‘Stone and Hurley, 
until they had played their last and most 
important card. This, it was said, would 
make the controversy a political issue at 
the coming Presinedtial election unless 
there is a backdown on the part of the rail- 
road officials, and the subway motormen 
get $3.50 for a nirne-hour day. The broth- 
erhoods are said to represent over 100,000 
men. 

President Jenks said that arrangements 
had been made through Mr. Bryan for the 
local committees to meet Mr. Belmont to- 
day for the purpose of making a final 
appeal to him in the interests of the men 
engaged to operate trains in the subway 
on Oct, 1. This conference is to take place 
at 11:45 o’clock in the board room at Mr. 
Belmont’s banking house, 23 Nassau Street. 

Grand Chief Stone and his assistant, Hur- 
ley, admitted, however, that Chief John J. 
Hannahan of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Firemen, whose home is at Peoria, IllL., 
has been asked by telegraph to come here 
as quickly as possible, as, it was said, As- 
sistant Grand Chief Hurley understands 
that the men here are anxious to strike, 
and he may not be able to restrain them 


in case Mr. Belmont should not accede to 
their demands. 

Concerning the result of yesterday’s con- 
ference an official of the Interborough 
Road who was present while the meeting 
was in progress said: 

“The committee was informed that the 
position of the Interborough Company, so 
far as an increase of wages and the lessen- 
ing of the daily hours of work were con- 
cerned, is final. It will only pay $3 a day 
for ten hours’ work, which is the highest 
rate of wages paid on any electri¢ railroad 
in the country. 

“It is true that the motormen on the 
elevated lines are paid $3.50 a day; but the 
men are only getting that — rate of pay 
because the company recognizes their long 
and faithful services as engineers prior to 
the installation of electricity. This was told 
to the delegates, and they were firmly in- 
formea that the company would not recede 
from its position in the matter. Now the 
matter is up to the National officers of the 
two organizations, Chiefs Stone and Hurley.”’ 

It was rumored that the Interborough 
road had already hired almost enough men 
to operate the subway trairis, and that it 
regarded its promise to these men as equiy- 
alent to a contract, which the company was 
unwfiling to violate. 

During the day General Manager Bryan 
was quoted as saying that among the ap- 
plicants for jobs on the underground sys- 
tem were numerous members of the local 
branch of the a Association of 
Street and Electric Railway Employes, of 
which George E. Pepper is President, and, 
moreover, that an officer ve high Mg in 
that organization had personally applied for 
work in the subway at $3 a day. : 

The various representatives of the motor- 
men, firemen, ee Fea and oth- 
er employes of the elevated road expressed 
themselves yesterday afternoon as very 
hopeful that the present difficulty would be 
adjusted without resorting to a_ strike. 
President Jenks said that he looked for an 
**amicable settlement within a few days.” 
Grand Chief Stone said: ‘‘ We are a long 
way off from a strike. I believe that all 
will end well.”

Meat Cutters’ Places in Trust Plants 
Filed by Nen-Union Men. 


Bernard Reims, twenty-eight years old, 
of 709 Fifth Street, an oiler employed by 
Schwarzschild & Sulzberger, was assaulted 
at Forty-third Street and Second Avenue 
last night by two men who said that they 
were strikers. According to Reims’s story 
the men told him that he would have to 
quit work. He replied that he had had no 
work for a long time, that he had a family 
to support, and that he could not afford to 
quit. 

The men then assaulted him, knocking 
him down, and one of them stabbed him in 
the head with a knife, inflicting a painful 
wound. The men then ran, and he walked 
down toward Bellevue Hospital. At Thir- 
ty-ninth Street and First Avenue he met 
Policeman Connell of the East Thirty-fifth 
Street Station, and he was taken to Belle- 
vue in an ambulance by Dr. Holcomb. At 
the hospital it was said that he was not 
seriously injured, though it was thought 
best to keep him in bed, as he was very 
weak. ’ 

Thus far all the members of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Meat Cutters and 
Butcher Workmen in this district, which 
includes Newark and Harnrjson, N. J., and 
Brooklyn, have obeyed President Don- 
nelly’s strike order. Nearly all the places 
ef the strikers employed by Schwarzchild 
& Sulzberger Company and the United 


Dressed Beef Company have been filled by 
non-union men. 

A large percentage of the men who left 
the employ of the two packing firms on 
First Avenue are now working for the inde- 

endent firms whose business was increased 

y the strike, and is being maintained by 
the boycott, notwithstanding the fact that 
the trust companies have reduced their 
prices. The men here who have been un- 
able to get other employment since the 
strike are being supplied with provisions 
from th supply store of the association on 
East Forty-seventh Street. . 

As the firm of Schwarzschild & Sulz- 
berger own about three-score tenements in 
the vicinity of the slaughter houses strik- 
ers unable to pay their rent on Sept. 1 ex- 

ect to get dispossess notices because the 
irm will need the room for the non-union 
men now quartered on the C. H. Northam. 


SCHOOL SITUATION SERIOUS. 


Building War Will Cut Off Many New 
Sittings Planned. 


The building situation, as far as it con- 
cerns the schools that are awaiting com- 
fletion for the opening of school on Sept.

J. Snyder, Superintendent of the Building

Altogether, - there 
are fourteen schools 1iat-ere moreor less 
affected at present. — 

On Monday evening the Building Com- 
mittee of the Board of Education held an 
extended secret conference with Superin- 
tendent Snyder upon the situation, and de- 
cided, among other things, to cance] a 
number of contracts because of the dilatory 
tactics of the builders. The only instance 
that has been made known is that of Pub- 
lic School No. 81, Queens, where the con- 
tractor is now entering upon his last trial. 
This school, which is to accommodate 
2,400 children and is to be one of the larg- 


est structures of its kind in the borough, 
was to have been opened in September, but 
floods, strikes, and kindred causes of delay 
have prevented. 

Mr, Snyder now says that he cannot have 
the new Public School No. 1 Manhattan, 
ready for this Fall. The school is to accom- 
modate 800 pupils when it is finished. 
Manual ni High School of Brooklyn, 
which was to ve been opened in Sep- 
tember as a surprise to the citizens of the 
borough, cannot now be ready. Its seating 
ca ty is 2,400. It is greatly needed to 
relieve a number of schools. 


TRAMP IN BLAZING CAR. 


Watchful Bluecoat Starts Incidents Mov- 
ing on Freight Line. 


Policeman Zerrner was at Ninety-fifth 
Street and Riverside Drive early last even- 
ing when he saw smoke coming out of a 
car just about in the centre of a freight 
train that was coughing and thrashing its 
way up the New York Central tracks down 
from the bank near the North River. By 
hustling down he managed to catch up with 
the engine and got the engineer to stop the 
train, 

The train was cut in two, and the burning 
car was kept apart from the rest of the 
train. Engines 56 and 74 answered an 
alarm for the blaze, and after banging to- 
gether at Eighty-third Street and Riverside 
Avenue, knocking five men from Engine 56 
to the street, where they got nothing worse 
than bruises, at last got to Ninety-fifth 
Street.

Weinberg, Who Attempted Suicide, Ar- 
rested Leaving Hospital. — 


Samuel Weinberg, seventy-two years old, 
of 325 East Eighty-second Street, was ar- 
raigned before Magistrate Flammer, in the 
Essex Market Court, yesterday afternoon, 
on a charge of defrauding Michael Suss- 
kind, a real estate agent, of 68 East Kighty- 
eighth Street, of $1,500, by selling him two 
City of Paris bonds for that amount, which 
he alleged were worth $2,000 and which it 
has been learnei since were stolen from a 
broker in Paris. Weirberg pieaded not 
guilty to the charge, and was held until 
Thursday, when his examination will be 
continued. ‘ 

Weinberg ‘was arrested yesterday morn- 
ing as he was ‘eaving the Manhattan Hos- 
pital. on Blackwell's Island, whither he had 
been sent from the Presbyterian Hospital 
in this city to recover trom an attempt at 
suicide about a month ago, when he drank 
a quantity of carbolic acid.

ers, at 11 Wall Street, with the request 
thta they negotiate them tor him.

TELLS OF FAKE POOLROOM. 


Caulfield Says That Milton Henry and 
Two Others Tried to Get His $750. 


H. T. Caulfield of 268 West Eleventh 
Street appeared in the Jefferson Market 
Court yesterday afternoon and asked Mag- 
istrate Barlow for warrants for the ar- 
rest of Milton Henry, Albert Bernard, and 
William Shepard. These men, he said, 
tried to swindle him out of $750 by means 
of a fake advertisement in a local news- 
paper. * 

Caulfield says that he answered the ad- 
vertisement in which a saloon was offered 
for sale for $750, and he met Henry at 
Sixth Avenue and Fourteenth Street. 
Henry, he says, then told of a scheme by 
which he could make $15,000, and arranged 
a meeting at the same place yesterday 
morning. Then Caulfield told detectives 
Juggin and Kinsley about the matter. 

Henry, Caulfield says, kept the appoint- 
ment, and_led him to a room in a house 
in East Twenty-first Street, where, the 
complainant said, there were ten tele- 
phones and what looked like two telegraph 
tickers, which were being manfpulated by 
Bernard. He was told by the two men 


that they held a Western Union franchise, 
and that all they wanted for the successful 
operation of a poolroom was a little 
capital. 

While the alleged racing news was com- 
ing in, Caulfield says that he looked 
through a door leading to an adjoining 
room and saw Shepard working a dummy 
telegraph instrument. Then Caulfield left 
the place and told the detectives. 

The Magistrate said that he could not 
issue a warrant on the evidence submitted. 


RUDE CONDUCTOR FINED $10. 


Magistrate Pool Said He Was Sorry 
That He Couldn’t Make It $25. 


Richard O’Brien of 106 Park Place, Brook- 
lyn, boarded a Broadway car with his wife 
at the Battery yesterday.

W°CAULEY ARRESTED 
ACCUSED OF LARCENY 


International Mercantile’s ex-Pres- 
ident Wanted in Canada. 


HE DECLARES IT SPITE WORK 


Charge Trumped Up, He Asserts, as Re- 
sult of His Suit Which Brought 
About Receivership. 


Thomas N. McCauley, formerly President 
of the International Mercantile Agency, the 
one-time $3,000,000 rival of Dun and Brad- 
street’s, which is now in the hands of a 
receiver, and about which a storm of liti- 
gation is raging in the Federal courts, was 
arrested early yesterday morning at the 
Hotel Majestic on a charge of grand lar- 
ceny, preferred by the Chief of Police of 
Hamilton, Ont., at the instance of C. S. Wil- 
cox of that place, who purchased $4,200 
worth of stock in the agency several years 
ago from him. 

Inspector McClusky received a telegram 
Monday afternoon from Alexander Smith, 
a constable of Hamilton, informing him 
that McCauley was wanted by the Hamil- 
ton police, and Detective Sergeants Man- 
ning and Mundy were detailed to make the 
arrest. They went to the Hotel. Majestic, 
where McCauley has his apartments, and 
waited for him. When he stepped into the 
hotel corridor on his return from a recep- 
tion they placed him under arrest, greatly 
to his surprise, and took him to headquar- 
ters, where he was placed in a room ad- 
joining that of the Inspector. 

Every effort was made to secure his re- 
lease on bail, but it was not until his ar- 
raignment before Magistrate Barlow in the 
Jefferson Market Court that he could ob- 
tain his freedom. Magistrate Barlow pa- 
roled him in the custody of his counsel to 
appear for a hearing this morning. 

McCauley says that the charge against 
him is trumped up, and is the result of spite 
‘engendered by the suit brought by him last 
week against the agency for $54,220 loaned. 
This suit had the effect of throwing the 
company into the hands\of a receiver. After 
the appointment of the receiver, so Attor- 
ney Baldwin of counsel for McCauley ex- 
plained yesterday afternodn, Charles A. 
Henderson, Third Vice President of the 
company, went to Hamilton and prevailed 
upon Wilcox to prefer the grand larceny 
charge against McCauley. 

“It is pure spite work,’’ said Mr. Bald- 
win, ‘“‘as will be clearly shown. There is 
not a scintilla of truth in the charge. Mr. 
Wilcox, more than three years ago, bought 
$4,200 worth of stock in the International 
Mercantile Agency from Mr. McCauley. At 
any time up to less than a year ago he 
could have disposed of the stock at 25 per 
cent. profit. It was a legitimate stock 
transaction.”’ 

McCauley’s attorneys were communicated 
‘with immediately after his arrival at Police 
Headquarters, and they soon secured the 
presence of a City Magistrate there. When 
the Magistrate learned the nature of the 
charge against him he declined to accept 
bail. United States Commissioner Alexan- 
der was then seen at his home, on Wash- 
ington Heights, but he, too, declined to 
take bail in any sum, explaining that an 
extraditable offense was unbailable. 

McCauley resigned the Presidency of the 
International Mercantile Agency last 
March. Last Wednesday he sued the con- 
cern for money which he alleged he had 
loaned it. An action followed on the part 
of the company, to require an accounting 
from him of his administration. As a re- 
sult of the McCauley suit a Sheriff was 
placed in charge of the offices of the com- 
pany which newe = an entire floor of the 

uilding 346 Broadway. 

Vice Chancellor Garrison of New Jersey, 
in which State the company is incorporated, | 
named a receiver last week to take charge 
of its affairs, and it is said that a receiver 


for its affairs in this State will also be | 
asked. | 


OFFICIAL FAVOR UNREWARDED. 


Released Smuggler’s Daughter Threat- 
ens Trouble for Customs Man. 


The steamship Bremen had been docked 
only a few minutes at her Hoboken pier 
yesterday when Miss Clark, the matron in 
the customs service at the pier, noticed a 
rather stout woman walking awkwardly 
down the gangway.
